The excitem ent of the ocean race over, and the 
logs 0Í the compeung yachts having been placed 
belore the world, the prominent topic of conversa­ 
tion throughout the city yesterday was upon the re­ 
sult of the great event. It Is unnucessary to re- 
cimtitulate or criticise the details of the contest, 
already BO lully published. 
Enough that the strug­ 
gle is at an end and that the victor was hailed with 
all the triumph he so well deserved. An hour be­ 
fore the Cambria passed the lightship yesterday 
there were probably not half a dozen yachts within 
sigut of each other. The moment, however, that 
tne expecieil aignal was given they came together 
In happy unison, and greeted the winning craft with 
appropriate honors. The 
welcome tendered her 
w as hearty and sincere, and fully justlfled the an- 
Uclpatlons of the thousands who rushed from tho 
city to witness the spectacle. It was Just In the 
m idst of the demonstration that the news spread 
th at the Dauntless was at hand, and the enthusiasm 
accordingly m creased. Pcrliaps a prettier sight was 
eeWom witnessed in tho bay than that acen yester­ 
day afternoon as the two racers lay a t anchor wltnm 
a stone’s throw of each other. Yachts ruihed to 
them as fast 
as 
tho wind conbl bring them, 
and for hours salutes resounded from ail quarters. 
It was a consolation to all to know that the groat 
ocean race was over and all anxiety was at an end. 
It was a long Ume since the vicinity of Ktatcn Island 
w as BO tborunshly animated, and it was near mid­ 
night ere the festivities were brought to a close. 
But alter the tem pest comes a calm. The scene 
opposite the club house yesterday afternoon was to­ 
tally different from wUat It had been on the day pre­ 
ceding. Not that It was less enchanting, yet the ex- 
cltem ent bad ceased and a general lull prevailed. In 
the morning the contestants lay at anchor, showing 
the signs of ihelr lengtbened passage. To the right 
and left of them lay the yachts of the squadron, aud 
save tor the weather-beaten look of the racers a care­ 
less observer oou id not have draw n mnch distinc­ 
tion between them . The Danntless will go to the 
ways at the foot of Tenth street to-aay, where she 
will be overhauled. 
As already stated, there was little or no excite­ 
m ent In the bny yesterday. Crowds of visitors came 
down during the day to visit the contestants. Almos 
every pleasure craft that passed by the anchorage 
ground gave salutes, while their occupants raised 
hearty cheers. As usual, a large num ber of yachts 
w ere cruising from me Narrows to the lightship.

Mr. Brunoi was re-elected riiairm an and Mr. Col- 
yer secretary of the Board. 
Communications were received from the Secretary 
of tbe interior. Hon. E. B. Parker, Commissioner 
of Indian Aflklre, was present, and on behalf of the 
government requested the aid of tne commission to 
ascertain the wishes of the Osogo Indians In regard 
to thBlr removal lo the Indian country, aud obtain­ 
ing the same to assist mem in such removal; to 
supervise the payments to the Poitawattamies, Weas 
aud aflUlated bands in Kansas and the creeks In me 
ludían Territory; and while there to ascertain the 
cause of the reported troubles near Fort Sill, Camp 
Supply; to visit Red Cloud at Fort Laramie, and 
Spotted Tail on the White river; locate their agen­ 
cies. Ac., and to aaalst him in the selection, Inspec­ 
tion, storage and iransporiouon ol Indian annuity 


The'aoard appointed Messrs. Parwell, Lang and 
Colyer, a comniltteo to euusult wtih the Usages, 
supervise the payment of the Pottawatuimles, Wca.'i 
and Creeks, and to visit the Indian Territory. Messrs, 
Brunot and Campbell are to attend to Red Cloud, 
Spotted Tad and the Sioux nation; and Messrs. 
Stuart, Dodge and CumpbeU will promptly assist .Mr. 
Parker In the purchase of inntiin goods. 
The first floor of the largo warehouse on Canal 
street, corner of Greene, bus been secured at a 
nominal rent from Mr. Kisiln for the purpose of 
storage and inspection of the goods, and they will 
be Hdvertised for to-day. Snfflclent time for a thor­ 
ough inspection will be allowed, and the services of 
experienced Inspectors have been secured, though 
m e lafeness of the season and tho restless condi­ 
tion of the tribes, owing to tho long ilelay of Con­ 
gress in voting the mouey. make the utmost de­ 
spatch necessary in the lorwardlng of the goods. 
It te hoped that the whole of the supplies will tie 
purchased. Inspectcil and forwarded wiihlii me next 
tw entr days.

The statute passed by Congress In 1882 
forbids the exportaUon In United Stales vessels of tho 
tnhabiiaats or snbjecu ol China known as cooiics 
to ho transported to auy foreign country, port or 
placo whatever, to be disposed of or sold or tran - 
ferred for any term of years, or for any time w hat­ 
ever, as scrvanw or apprentices, or to be held to 
service or labor. 
It is provided, however, that 
nothing therein contained shall bo ileemod or con­ 
strued to apply to or affect any free or voluntary 
enilgratlou of any Chinese subject or to any vessel 
carrying such person or passenger on board the 
same; but such voluntary passenger must have a 
certlflcato from the Consul at the port ut cmliarktng 
showing that the Consul has Inquired Into the case 
and is satisfied that ho is a voluntary emlgraut. 
The Secretary of State is not aware that any coolies 
are being Imported Into tho United .States in the 
sense In wlilcli "coolies” appear to be useu In tho 
statute. It ha-s, however, come to tho knowledge.of 
the Department, through two despatches from the 
Consul at Houg Kong, that two ship loads of Chinese 
em igrants nave sallea lor New Orleans. These are 
said by the Consul to have been free and voluntary 
emigrants, aud not onij willing, but anxious, to go. 
The Consuls of tho United States InCliina are re­ 
quested to rigidly observe and enforce the provisions 
of the act of 1802. Tho subject continues to occupy 
the BcrlouB attention of the Departm ent; but the In- 
Btrucilons which have lieen Issned to the represenu- 
tlves of the United States In this respect cannot pro­ 
perly be made public at present. 
Consul Le Gendre says the order of tho Foreign 
Board lu Pekin provides that only treaty Power mer­ 
chants can open emigration agencies, only treaty 
Power Bidps can carry such emigrants, und it Is 
only to treaty Power countries sncIi contract emi­ 
grants can proceeti. 
The coolie frame is prohibited 
nt Macao. 
By this order the Convention of isao, 
rejccteil by both France and England on ilic ground 
that It amounteil to a prohibition of the coolie trade 
at the treaty ports, becomes a law of the empire, 
binding npon the native local authorities. The Con­ 
sul says, under the new rule, the traffic m ust die off, 
for it has ceased to lie lucrative, end the lawful 
em igration of natives to the various States iiclng 
confined to Hong Kong may soon become a mono­ 
poly in our hands.

FRANCE. 
The W»r Policy Debated In Parlliinient-C'ab. 
¡net Explanntioa—Popular Agttatioa Against 
PruMia—Prtm and Bismarck—The Uohen- 
zollern Negotiations Known to Napoleon 
from the First—New and Terriflc Engines of 
War on Both Sides. 
PARIS. Jnly 13. 1870. 
This afternoon there was again a large crowd in 
tbe neighborhood of the Corps L^'gislatlf. Ueports 
of the realgnaUon of M. Olllvler were In circulation. 
At Iiair-past two M. Schneider took the chair. All 
the Ministers were present. 
When the Minister of Foreign Affhlrs spoke the ex- 
cUemeiit was intense. He said in reference to 
Spain:—The Spanish Ambassarlor yesterday officially 
announced the renuuclatlon of Prince de Oobenzol- 
Icru to tue throne of Spain. Our negotiations with 
I’russia never had any other object are now termi­ 
nated. 
M. JiRouB David- F rom whom emanated renun­

M. i>B Gramuon't—I was Informed by the Spanish 
Ambassador.

The iuierpcUutions arc flxed for Friday. 
From the dellant declaration made by the Mlnlstcr 
of Foreign Affairs In the Chamber, and the energy 
displayed in all departments oi the government, the 
people were induced to believe that there would be 
a fight, and they have become eager for the fray. 
They have daubed themselves with war paint, 
mounted their war horsc.s, got up in their stirrups, 
and the ditllculty will be to get them uown again. 
Notiiingwill make them believe that peace 1s on a 
solid foundation. The public mind will continue la 
a restless taate, and with reason, as the quarrel has 
been patched up only, and 1 have so been Informed 
from the best source, and that there will not, lu 
all probability, be war for at least two or 
three months. That the negotiations between Prim 
Bismarck and the Intended future king for Spain 
were uot known to tbe French govornment from the 
first Ls not credited, the more so especially os It Is 
confldeuily stated that Lord Lyons, the British Am­ 
bassador at this court, has had the resignation of 
I’nnce Ilohenzollem In his pocket for the past fort­ 
night. All know that 111 blood has long existed be­ 
tween France and Prussia, and nearly all believe 
that the candidature of the Prusslau prince for the 
throne ol ex-Qucen Isabella was merely the pretext 
for a rupture. There must be cogent reasons for tbe 
government to desire at the present moment peace, 
AS the Emperor, M. Olllvler, the Due de Grammout, 
the Minister for War and the Minister of Marine were 
in favor of war, and of the remaining ministers, 
M. Plicfcon, Minister of Public Works, was indlfle- 
rent, ami M. Maurice Itlchard, Minister of Fine Arts, 
absi allied from giving an opinion. 
NotwltiLstanding the reports of the solution of tbe 
difficulty being effected by the withdrawal of Prince 
Leopold de Hoheozoliern, preparations for war were 
continued with tbe greatest activity, orders hav­ 
ing been received at the arsenal of Besanion to place 
on a war footing eight batteries of artillery; part of 
the array In Algeria held in rea<linesa to return to 
France; the great two-decked transport Entrepre- 
nante ordered to be prepared to proceed to Africa to 
bring home the cavalry; all the generals and their 
Btaff officers ordered not' to absent themselves, and 
several offioers of the Etat-Major despatched already 
to the eastern fronuer. 
Several engines of war have been tried within 
the past few days near Parts, and promise to do tholr 
murderous work weU. They are breech-loading 
cannon, capable of firing forty rounds at a Ume— 
the principle of the revolver applied to artillery, ex­ 
cept that the proJectUes, instead of following each 
other in a direct line, form a demi-clrcle. It had 
long been supposed that the French government pos- 
seaaes an Instramcnt of unparalleled destructive 
power, in regard to which the utmost secrecy has 
been observed. The present quarrel has made known 
the kind of bon-bon in store for the enemies of 
France. It u said that these guns are very portable, 
as ibey divide into four pieces, each of wblcli can 
be easily carried by one man, and can be put to­ 
gether nt (or s>-rvlce In three or four minutes. 
Prussia also anticipated immediate war. AU con­ 
nected witii the Prussian Embassy and all Pmsslau 
bfficers on leave of absence la France hSKl received 
formal orders not to quit Parts and to leave 
France in a body on the first Intlmatloo 
THB CHOPS and PORAUB—seriou s QUESTIONS.

Madrid, July 12, 1870. 
The important question of the new Prus.sfan candi­ 
date, Prince IIolii'nz')ilcrn-.'8lgmarlngen, still keeps 
the Spaniards In the utmost state of excitement, not 
only in the capital, but throughout the country gen­ 
erally. Friends In the provinces toll me that In case 
the Prussian candidate be elected the general 
opinion is that a French invasion of Spain will Im­ 
mediately follow. 
A warm dUcussion has taken place between Baron 
Mercier. the French Ambassarter, and Sefior Sagasta, 
the Spanish secretary of State fer Foreign Affhlrs, 
partlcnlars of which I bog leave to lay before 
the readers of the H erald just as I have received 
them from an important personage. 
The following relates how the French Ambassador 
hauls the MlULster of .State over the coals and how 
that able diplomat dcfendod hiinaclf. Baron Mor­ 
der. who know nothing whatever of Prim’s “smart” 
movements till the thing was done and he read It in 
the Spanish press, at once bowled off In a most 
choleric state of excitement to the Foreign Office, 
where, without any dimcnlty, he was ushered into 
the presence of Sagasta.

It Is difficult to form an Idea tn France of the ex­ 
treme suriirise caused in Oermanv by the tone of 
the Paris journals, and more particnlarly by the lan­ 
guage of the Duke Ue Grammont. Every one here 
was aware, and the correspondent of our principal 
' 
. . . ..otlating with 
Prince Leopold de Hohenzoliern. No sort of im- 
poriauce was attributed to the affair: He or the Duke 
d’Aosta, what mailers? people said. When the ac­ 
ceptance of toe Prtnco was announced here every 
one found it quite natural, knowing the manta 
of tho petty princes who live so agreeably in Ger­ 
many to exchange their tranquil leisure for the 
cares of no matter what crown. No one, I am con­ 
vinced, tiiought of the possibility or any European 
compllcaiieu when tho telegram arrived which an- 
nonnced the agitation au Paris. The Idea had not 
entered any one’s heail, even in this country where 
notnlug is neglected in order to be able to disagree 
Count de Bismarck and his royal master, that Prus­ 
sia had anything to do with the Madrid affhlr. At 
this moment the oolnlon which prevails Is that 
Prtm had addressed himself directly to Prince 
Leopold, as France had done to his brother Charles 
In 1806. The Federal Chancellor, who passes 
for a capable statesman. Is naturally out 
of the question; to vain a man puzzles his 
brains; he cannot comprehend what mterest the 
Count could have lu sending a German Prince to 
Madrid. UUberte princely alllanoes have had but 
Uitle influence on the events of the oentnry. King 
"Victor Emanuel did not allow nlmself to bo stopped 
by bis Close relationship to the house of Bapsburg; 
he made war when the interest or Italy demanded 
tt; and England did not draw the sword for the 
father of the Princess Alexandra In 1864. Whatever 
one may think of M. de Bismarck, nalvetd cannot bo 
carried to the extent of beUevlng that he Induced a 
Hohenzoliern prtnco to accent the throne of Snaln 
with a view to a possible alliance of that country 
with Prussia against France. Here he U too gener­ 
ally reproached with being rather obsequious to that 
country, instead of exciting difficulties of which ab­ 
solutely no one can comprehend the object. Even 
snppostng-wntch u far from probable—that a man 
like bim sUll behoves In tho efficaclty of princely 
family ties, what Interest could he have in forming 
a union with Spain? Would the army of the irea- 
snry 01 that ooantry aid him to attract and unite Ger­ 
many? Butpeihups he has only yielded to the re­ 
quests of hlH master In maintaining a candidature 
which must be *0 piofunndly todlflterent to him. 
That view would seém very plausible, ana would be 
wllltogly accepted by tbe public opinion of this 
country, but ilttie favorable to King William, but it 
Is destitute of any probability. Everyone is aware 
of his Majesty's atuchment to his ramUy and bu 
desire to suitably estabUah hU sons and 
daughters. But he considers that Prlnoe Leo- 
poto u absolutely todiflerent to him ; the 
two branches, Oatnollo aad Protesunt, of the 
HohenzoUerns, are as much strangers to each other 
as the houses Albertlne and Ernreitoe of Saxony; 
and the King of Prussia has no more rignt to acoofd 
or refuse hts authorizatlou to a BIgmarlngen than 
King John at DroHden has to interfere to theaflialra 
of the Prtnoes of Sax^Welmar or Baxi 
The rnmor is current even tbat hu Majesty 
tenderness for hla Oathollc cousins, and that tho 
Princess Leopold especially, a sister of the King of 
Portugal, Is on anything but intimate terms at Pou- 
dam. The fact must be stated tnat the strange and 
undiplomatic outburst of tne Duke de Grammont in 
the legUlative body has singularly aggravated a 
question orlffinally of but trifling tmportauce. The 
course would have been so simple to ask for explana­ 
tions at Berlin before making such nnnsnal public 
declarations; and people ask—very mtstatenly, 
doubtless—whether the French govornment has not 
deliberately sought to envenom a matter of such

of New Jersey pirates, who, by lalsely alluilng lights, 
enticed vessels upon the coast, and. particularly, to 
oertatn destruction upon the rocks ofif Barnegat, are 
yet fresh in the public memory. 
It became neces­ 
sary for Congress to do something to pni a stop to 
this fiendish work and oiten wholesale destruction 
of human lUe. infinitely worse than tne plundering 
of wrecked vessels. Mr. C. H. Green, in charge of the 
Biatlon here,showed me to-day the appliances for sav­ 
ing life, and explained the e.\blbitlon proposed to be 
uiatlc before the President. The lifeboat now lu use 
hi made of galvanlriCd Iron and about twelve feet long 
by five feet thick through the middle. It is shaped 
like a torpedo boat and has an opening in the top 
which 18 capable of being shut down and made alr 
aud w ater tight. It wi 11 hold six persons,and air is ad­ 
mitted through small punctuures at intervals on the 
tup. Hucn puncuures not being large enough, how­ 
ever, to let in the water. Uu either end an are cham­ 
ber giving It bnoyancv and at the same time render­ 
ing the sinking of it impossible. To bring this boat 
In communication with a wrecked vessel a rwenty- 
ioiir pounder is used, a splial ring attached to toe 
ball and to this ball a small coixl. A ship can bu 
reached at a distance of 260 yard.<t, and then by the

HYDROPHOBIA IN ST, LOUIS. 


T w o H hockiiic C aae s-A B oy 41o m .Mad frsm 
helBg U o k ed b y a H a ir R abid Uo« w hile 
Aaleep—H a rrih le H ym ptoois. 
(From the St. Louis Republican. July 26.] 
Wo have another case ol hydropbobia to chron­ 
icle, the victim being a boy about Hixte>-n years 
of ag e, who w as y esterday removed from the 
U ealtb Office to the City H o sp iu i in a state learful 
to w itness. 
There is som ething so peculiar about 
cases of this shocking m alady th at a full s ta te ­ 
m ent of the particulars will be iuterestiog, even 
if It forms n sad tale to read. The boy’s name is 
Adolph U erbestel, and he has for some time been 
em ployed as w aiter in tbe Suprem e C ourt hall 
restau ran t on C bestnnt street, opposite the court 
He has proved him self a steady, indus­ 
trióos yonng m an and gained the respect and es­ 
teem of his em ployers and associates. He lived a t 
638 P oplar stree t, where m ost of tlie young 
m en 
em ployed 
in 
th e 
restau ran t 
also 
stopped, and nntil recently erjoyed excellent 
health, and was of a robust frame and constitu­ 
tion. One night about four weeks ago, tb*- heat 
being very oppressive, tbe boy moved a portion 
of his clothes into tho yard, where he slept the 
balanoe of the n k h t. In tbe yard there was a dog 
called Bultan, a large hunting spaniel, belonging 
to the proprietor of the house, but tlie anim al 
was then, BO tor as is known, in a normal condi­ 
tion. 
It does n otlappear th at young U erbestel 
w as bitten th at night. 
He made no mention of 
anything of the sort, nor were any m arks of in­ 
ju ry noticed by any ol his conipauiona in tbe 
morning. One side of las face waa blackened, 
b at this was attributed to his having rubbed it 
against tbe ground while asleeii. The subsequent 
history of the dog was calculated to excite un­ 
easiness; and would have dono so, only neither 
young U erbestel nor his friends had an? knowl­ 
edge of his being bitten. 
Tho n ex t morning a 
young man nam ed 
('harlie 
WollT, 
in pass­ 
ing 
through 
tlie 
vard 
noticed 
som ething 
strange about the dug. 
He approached the 
animal when it snapM d a t him, and 
then, 
convinced th at somotuiug was wrong and the 
animal should be tied up, he caught it by tho buck 
of the neck, dragged it some little distance and 
tied it up, receiving not even a scratch in the p ro­ 
cess. 
It was a fortunate act, for a few days after­ 
w ards the bm to died under all the symptoms of 
hydrophobia. 
Now wo come to tho awful fate of 
the boy. 
There is no doubt th at during tho night 
above allnded to, when the boy slept in the yard, 
the total virus was com municated to him by the 
dog then probably in a half rabid condition. I'heie 
are no m arks of a bite npun his person, but it is 
thought th at the dog licked one of his hands, on 
which there was a small scar from a rcceut cat, or 
else his lips and m outh, and so the poison entered 
his system, 
it Is also stated th at the boy had the 
rash of ‘■pnckly h e a t” out on bis arms, with 
which tbe saliva of tbe dog may have come in 
contact. 
During more than three weeks after this 
night tlie boy appeared to enjoy his usual toalth 
and never said anything to indicate that be appre­ 
hended any misfortnne or sickness. On Thnrsday 
last he cuuiplained of feeling unwell, spoke of a 
pain in tbe bead and full teuse feeling across the 
stomach. 
His symptoms were aggravated n ex t 
d a y ; on Saturday a clear case of hydrophobia 
was deflnetl. 
Dr. Reim berger was called in and a t 
the time no one about the premises understood 
the character of the attack . 
It was apparent, 
however, to a medical eye, and the doctor quickly 
asked if the boy had been bitten by a dog. 
At 
first the answ er was in the negative; but finally 
tho fate of the dog, which had died a few w eeks 
before, was recollected, aud also the fact th at the 
boy had passed a night quite close to where the 
brnte lay, and this, if anything was wanting, set­ 
tled the character of the case. 
The do<;tor used 
such rem edies as seemed proper, and the hoy’s 
father, who lives a t Rock Spring, was sent tor. 
On Saturday and Sunday the case (leveloped itself 
in all its fiArful features. 
The mind of the 
wretched boy wandered at intervals, but for the 
m ost UI tho time he knew bis friends aud his 
father. 
His eyes glowed luminons with wild light 
as if they would sta rt from their sockets. 
He 
panted sharp and ijuick like a dog suflering from 
heat, and freciuent spasm s visited him. often pro­ 
duced and always aggravated by the sight of 
w ater, of which he had a painful dread. 
He 
said he had got a “ bad sickness,” and was 
going to die; but be appeared to know nothing 
of its character. 
Once when a friend invited 
him to come to the river to bathe he shuddered 
fearfully and said, “ Oh. if 1 should touch the 
w ater 1 should fall.” 
A t times paroxysm s of 
violence seized him, and rendered it dangerous to 
approach him unless he was forcibly restrained, 
tie snarled and snapped like a dog, while froth 
gathered OD his lips, and he hared his teeth like 
an anim al. 
At one time ho seized the pillows 
and other articles in the room and hurled tncm a t 
his father, driving him irom the apartm ent. 
In 
this state of fluctuating spasm and (|iiiet he re­ 
m ained all Suudav and waa brought to tith e ealth 
Office yesterday in the same condition. 
He was 
indeed a pitiable object to look upon. 
His eyes 
seem ed to protrude beyond his brow s, while *his 
swollen tongue moved in the (juick, panting m o­ 
tion of a dog. 
tie was evidently wearied alm ost 
to death by tbe nervous excitem ent, but the fever 
and frenzy iu his blood madu rest impossible. 
Now a human being, rational, if snffering, and 
again, in another m oment, m ore like a mad dog 
in face and act, with nu speech but a suuud like a 
half strangled bark. 
He remained a t the Health Ollire some time and 
was treated by Dr. U arrctt, H ealth Officer, and 
w as then removed to tlie City H ospital. Three 
policem en had to accom pany him in the amhn- 
lance, so violent did he occasionally become. 
His 
recovery was considered hopeless, for hydropho­ 
bia more com pletely bafflc.s medical skill than 
even cholera. 
Kince the above was w ritten we learn that tho 
boy died a t tbe hospital yesterday (»vening. 
In 
some of its features this is one of the m ust curioim 
cases of hydrophobia th at has been developed 
for a long time, and it will doubtless a ttra ct a 
good deal of attention. 
There is som ething alm ost 
iiicreuible in tlie statem ent th at a persun could be 
innoculated with the fatal virus aud be wholly nn- 
conscions of the fact or th a t any misfortnno had 
happeued him until fully under the puw er uf tho 
deadly m alady. 
ANOTHER OA.s R. 
A nother shucking case of hydrophobia was also 
developed yesterday. 
The victim is also a boy, 
aged seventeen years, who lives with his jiarents 
uu Cherokee street. 
His name is H arry Buckley. 
About eight or iiiue days ago he was bitten by a 
dog, which does not seem to have been generally 
considered mad at the tim e. 
Home rom edies were 
used, but iinavailingly; for hydrophobia in all its 
unm istakable symptoms was developed yesterday. 
Dr. Weasel was called in by the father and ex- 
j^essed a most unfavorable opioion qf tbe caso. 
There was a dread of w ater, spasm s and a frantic 
tendency to snap and bite. 
The patient yesterday 
afternoon was very unm anageable and had to be 
tied down to tbe bed.

CrlMa. 
It Is an old saying that when “rogues fall 
out honest men come by their own.” It is net 
the less true that when rogues fall out honest 
men become alive to tbelr danger. This secret 
treaty albtir does certainly suggest the idea of 
roguery. 
It places both Bismarck and Napo­ 
leon in a bad li^ t. 
Tbolr falling out has 
opened the eyes of the world, but partleularj 
the eyes of Europe, to the fact (bat two men 
did wickedly conspire against the welfare of 
certain nations, against right and justice and 
in favor of oppression and wrong. 
It is now 
no longer doubtful that the obnoxious propo­ 
sal was formally made by Napoleon to Bis­ 
marck. 
The 
proposed 
treaty has been 
religiously preserved by Bismarck. 
It is now 
to bo seen In the War Office at Berlin. 
Prussia has told us that such was the fact. 
A 
correspondent of the Independnnce Beige has 
scon the original document in the handwriting 
of the Count Bencdetti, lato French Minister 
to the Court of King William. 
It is said that 
Napoleon has repeatedly demanded the docu­ 
ment, which Prussia has persistently refused 
to give up. 
This secret proposal ou the part 
of France to Pnissia gives an entirely new 
aspect to the war sltualioii. 
We are not of those who blame Napoleon 
aloue in this matter. It is not conceivable that 
Napoleon would, without first sounding Count 
Bismarck, send any such document to Berlin. 
As we have said before, the proposed treaty 
owes its origin to the Biarritz meeting, when 
the two wiliest statesmen of the day tried to 
reshape the world and to overreach each 
other. 
Every word in the obnoxious docu­ 
ment must have 
beoa 
spoken at Biar­ 
ritz. 
Bismarck, 
it 
is not 
Impossible, 
was more suggestive than Napoleon. 
The 
Prime Minister has got the better of the 
Emperor; 
but success neither justifies nor 
mitigates the villaoy. 
It is undeniable, how­ 
ever, that Bismarck has ontwitted Napoleon 
and that the publication of this document by 
the London Times has proved to Prnssia as 
great a gain as a great victory on Iho battle 
field. 
Morally Prussia has won already. 
We 
must repeat this document proves that while 
Napoleon was foolish enough to make Bis­ 
marck was not unwilling to listen to wicked 
proposals regarding the extinction of king­ 
doms, the partition of territory and the recon­ 
struction, in their own interests, of the map of 
Europe. But the cunning of Bismarck has 
proved too much for the astuteness of Napo­ 
leon. 
The handwriting of Benedetti convicts 
Napoleon. 
Bismarck may be just as bad as 
Napoleon, but proof is wanting to convict him. 
The publication of this document has, as we 
have said, given an entirely new aspect to the 
war situation. 
It makes it next to Impossible 
for us to think that the war, when it does 
begin, will be confined to France and Prussia. 
Every one of the Powers, great and small, sees 
that France and Prussia have assumed po­ 
sitions which entitle them to be regarded as 
common enemies. The general feeling through­ 
out Europe, so far as we can gather It, is 
against France. 
It is felt and confessed every­ 
where that the pretext seized upon by Napo­ 
leon for declaring war is most miserable and 
most unjustifiable. 
It is not yet safe to say 
how the various Powers may finally decide to 
act. 
Wo have conflicting rumors regarding 
Denmark. 
The neutrality of Denmark will be 
an immense gain to Prussia, a mighty bin- 
drauce to France. 
Denmark on the side of 
France would be equal to an army of four or 
five hundred thousand men. 
The latest 
authentic report is that Denmark, yield­ 
ing 
to 
the advice 
of 
Great 
Britain, 
has decided to bo neutral; but a cable 
despatch 
which we 
print this morning 
has it that Prince Napoleon has secretly set 
out for Copenhagen. 
Denmark is in a most 
critical condition. 
Her statesmen see that no 
gain can result from joining France, much as 
they are disposed to give Prussia a blow ; but 
the people generally, who are less given to re­ 
flect on consequences, think only of revenge. 
Willingly or unwilling, Denmark may yet play 
a most important part in the war. 
Russia 
agaiu is doubtful. 
Naturally she is Prussian 
rather than French in sympathy. 
This pro­ 
posed treaty must have seriously annoyed the 
Czar and his Ministers, and Napoleon must bo 
specially blamed. 
But Russia, according to 
accounts which we publish this morning, is 
Jiecomlng a little jealous of Prussian influence 
on the Baltic. 
It is said to be the feeling of 
some of her statesmen that Prussia must be 
checked, otherwise she will make the Baltic a 
Prussian lake. 
This sentiment is good for Na­ 
poleon. 
We do not make much of the report 
that Russia is coucentratlug largo bodies of 
men in her Polish territory, for the simple 
reason that such Is a necessary precaution to 
bold in check the enthusiasm of the Poles, who 
warmly sympathize with France. 
But so 
large a force as Russia is said to be concen­ 
trating in Poland, and close to the Prussian 
frontier, means that Russia is prepared to act, 
and to act to some purpose, if her interests re­ 
quire her to draw the sword. 
Austria is evi­ 
dently at her wits’ end. 
She knows not what 
to do. 
She has a big trouble to settle with 
Prussia. 
She has a big trouble also to settle 
with France. 
France laid her low in 1859-60. 
Prussia felled her to the earth in 18C6. 
But 
Austria feels herself placed on the boros of a 
dangerous dilemma. 
If she takes the side of 
Prussia she is in danger of losing Hungary 
which Is French in sympathy. 
If she takes 
the side of France she is almost certain to 
lose her German provinces, which constitute 
the backbone of the empire and which go in 
for Fatherland. 
If it be true, as is reported 
to-day, 
that 
the 
Czar 
Alexander 
is 
expected on an early day at Vienna, some 
new revelations may be expected—revelations 
which will startle the world. 
Great Britain 
is red hot with ra p . 
By every journal which 
at all expresses the popular scníimeót Napo­ 
leon is bitterly denounced. 
The sentiment of 
the more solid weekly journals is as fierce as 
the Times and the Telegraph. 
The Saturdag 
Review, the Spectator, the Economist and the 
Examiner use lauguage 
which makes it 
abundantly plain that it will bo difficult for the 
British government to keep out of the strife. 
The British lion is roused; and when be is 
roused be is not backward to fight. If Belgian 
neutrality is violated by France, British troops 
are on Belgian soil, and another Waterloo may 
lead to another occupation of Paris, another 
abdication and another restoration. 
Spain is 
angry with France because Spain begins to 
fMl U||( 
Bk^re Umo Friusla has been u - 


snlted In the premises. 
Spain, however, may 
fret and fiime as she pleases. 
She can do 
nothing unless the war baoomes general. 
In 
that case she may take pleasure in teaching 
France that she has the right to choose for 
king whom she will. 
Perhaps the most im­ 
portant piece of news is that which announces 
the determination of Napoleon to withdraw his 
troops from Rome. 
It is evidently Napoleon’s 
intention to win over Italy to hU side by this 
movement. 
Will the evacuation of Rome by 
the French troops make the Italian people the 
allies of France? At onetime it would. 
Will 
it now? Time must be allowed to tell. 
Rome 
is one of the biggest questions which Europe 
has to settle. 
Turkey and the far East enter 
into the growing complications, and it is diffi­ 
cult to say where or how the war is to end 
once it has been begun. 
Earl Granville 
stoted the European situation to the British 
House of Lords last night during a scene of 
intense excitement. 
He pledged England to 
neutrality. 
The most important point of bis 
Lordship’s address was made in bis official 
declaratton that “no insult was intended to 
King WiUlam” by Benedetti at Ems. 
The 
British 
frigate Warrior is to convey the 
Princess Royal of England, wife of the Crown 
Prince of Pnissia, home to her mother, in Eng­ 
land. 
Anotlier Napoleonic paper has been 
brought to light, In which the Emperor asked 
Switzerland “ Where does France end and 
where docs Italy begin?” 
Look at tbo situation from what point of 
view we may, wo can arrive at no other con­ 
clusion than this, that Europe has been on the 
eve of no such crisis since the wars of the 
First Napoleon. 
We do not wonder that men 
given to the study of the Apocalypse should 
recognize in the approaching conflict the battle 
of Armageddon. 
It would be strange—would 
it not?—if the year which has been specially 
honored by the proclamation of Papal infalli­ 
bility should witness the downfall of the Bona- 
partes, the extinction of the Mohammedan 
power in Europe, the removal of the Pope 
from the chair of St. Peter and the final de­ 
struction of the temporal power. 
Strange, 
certainly, but who shall say—impossible?

It seems incredible that the Cambria should 
have made but thirty-six miles on her last day, 
while the Dauntless made one hundred and 
eighty. 
It is known that on Tuesday morn­ 
ing at ten o’clock, when the Dauntless was 
boarded by a pilot, she was informed that the 
Cambria was twelve hours ahead. 
This was 
only thirty hours from the lightship, and in 
that time, therefore, the Dauntless gained over 
ten hours on her competitor ¡ but even this 
does not account for the disparity. 
It will be observed that the greatest distance 
made for any single day was by the Dauntless 
on the 20th—two hundred and twenty-five 
miles. 
Next to this was the Cambria’s run of 
the 9th—two hnndred and twenty miles. 


Our Central American Newe. 
Our correspondent in Panama furnishes us 
with the latest news from Central America. 
The canal treaty still continues to attract 
attention, and, after some alterations suggested 
by the American Minister, it passed the Colom­ 
bian House of Representatives. The President 
of Colombia has achieved a noble work in 
securing for the republic the advantages to be 
derived from a national system of education. 
The sum of one hundred thousand dollars has 
been appropriated for the establish ment of 
schools based upon a system similar to those 
in this country. 
In fact, our sohoola are to 
serve as a model for those to be established 
in Colombia. 
While the Colombians copy our 
educational system they feel loath to emulate 
the policy pursued by the government in the 
treatment of the Cuban question. 
From 
present appearances it seems probable that a 
coalition of most of the Spanish American 
republics will be formed to aid In securing the 
independence of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
This 
is a bold move, and Colombia is foremost in 
the lead. 
From Guatemala we learn of severe 
vislUtlons of earthquake during the month of 
June. 
They are spoken of as being very dis­ 
astrous. The town of Cuaginiguilapa, in the 
department of Santa Rosa, In the southern 
part of the republic, has been almost entirely 
destroyed. 
All the public buildings were 
thrown down, and only the miserable little 
huts of the poor survived the shook.

In South Carolina 
Governor Scott, by the grace of ex-Congress­ 
man Whíttemófe; has been nominated for 
Governor, and H. J. Rancier, a colored man, 
for Lieutenant Governor.

Congressional nominating conventions have 
been held, and in Indiana a large republicáb 
mass meeting has taken place, at which 
Senator Morton set his record before bis 
friends.

The meteorological phenomena recorded in 
the logs of both yachto in the late ocean 
race are very curious and suggestive. 
The 
Cambria, for instance, bad fifteen days of the 
twenty-three of the race in which there was 
more or less rains—heavy rains and gales 
being the rule. 
The Dauntless has only seven 
days marked by rain, but more days of thick, 
foggy weather than the Cambria. 
The gen­ 
eral course of the Dauntless was about four 
hundred miles south of the course of the 
Cambria. 
Tbo questions suggested by these 
facts are, why these prevailing rains on the 
Atlantic, while the Continents on each side 
has been subject to a dry, heated term, with- 
ont a precedent for half a century in Europe 
and North America ? And why this excess of 
rain along the northern course of the Cambria ? 
Our theory is, first, that from an increase of 
combustibles drawn into the sun tbo earth, 
and especially in its northern hemisphere, is 
mainly indebted for its extraordinary droughts 
and beats of this summer. 
la the second 
place, the heat of this season having extended 
further towards the North Pole than usual, an 
increased quantity of icebergs have been 
loosened from the shores of Baffin’s Bay, and 
by the Arctic ciurent, which comes down that 
bay into the main ocean, have been brought 
out into the Atlantic, where they have acted 
as condensers (like the Alps and other snow 
covered mountains) of the vapor from the 
ocean, which otherwise would be discharged 
upon the thirsty land on both sides. 
The 
Dauntless, having sailed a course south of 
these icebergs, experienced fewer rainy days 
than the Cambria, which, for 
two days, 
reports icebergs in 
sight. 
The 
atmos­ 
phere along the course of 
the 
Daunt­ 
less was not the condensing atmosphere of the 
route of the Cambria. 
Hence, while the 
one ship experienced more fog, the other bad 
more rain. 
Such, briefly, is the best explana­ 
tion we can give of the meteorological phe­ 
nomena of this ocean race in contrast with 
the drought and terrible heats prevailing at the 
same time on both sides of the sea. 
The curi­ 
ous facts thus developed by this ocean race 
open a new field of inquiry to science touching 
the annual rain fall of the dry land in connec­ 
tion with the causes operating to increase what 
we may call the wastage on the sea in one 
}ear as compared with another. 
Let any man 
of science compare, for example, the logs of the 
Cambria and Dauntless with the weather record 
of those twenty-three days in the same lati­ 
tudes on the American and European Atlantic 
coast, and he will find a moat interesting sub­ 
ject fur investigation.

The Bank of England begins to take pre­ 
cautionary measures in consequence of the 
war between France and Prussia. 
It has 
raised the rate of discount in order to hold on 
to its specie, and thus is providing for eventual­ 
ities as well as to check the drain that might, 
be made for war purposes on tbe Continent. 
We are Informed, too, that the Bank of France 
has decided to pay out silver only, which 
means, we suppose, that it intends to hold on 
to the gold reserve. 
We hear at the same time 
of failures beginning at the London Stock Ex­ 
change. 
It is estimated that the depreciation 
of securities of different kinds in England, in­ 
cluding foreign stocks, between July 4 and 12, 
was about five hundred millions of dollars. 
If 
wo take Into account the decline of the French 
rentes, Prussian securities and all other 
European stocks, both up to the 12th of July 
and siuce, tbe fall in values must be enormous. 
It was said that the house of Rothschild alone 
bad lost about twenty millions of dollars. 
Of 
course there must be a vast number of suffer­ 
ers who are not as well able to bear loss as 
the Rothschilds, and the consequence will be 
failures and a general financial disturbance. 
Should tbe war continue long, and especially 
if it should spread beyond France and Prussia, 
there will, no doubt, be a fearful crash. 
Under these circumstances what will be the 
effect upon tbe secnrities and financial affairs 
of the United States ? As a matter of course 
our securitiea have declined in common with 
all the rest abroad. 
This is the natural con­ 
sequence of the connection and sympathy 
which exist in tbe monetary world, and is 
independent of the Intrinsic value of stocks. 
But in the end the credit of those nations that 
are not involved in or directly affected by war 
must rise. Though there may be less money 
to invest than in time of peace the securities 
of a great neutral and prosperous nation like 
ours will be in demand and will rise high com­ 
paratively. 
We need not be alarmed, there­ 
fore, about our credit abroad, however long 
or widespread the war may be. 
After the 
decline which takes place at first in sympathy 
with tbo fr,11 of securities in general in European 
markets there must come a reaction. 
People 
will be glad to find such a safe and profitable 
means of investment as the United States offer 
under the disturbance and uncertainty of 
things In Europe. We advise both the govern­ 
ment and our bankers and stock operators to 
look at tbe matter in this light and to prepare 
for future contingenoies.

The flrst decadal census sinca the war Is 
now in course of proceeding, and It is of the 
utmost importance that it should be taken 
with more than ordinary care. 
Extraordi­ 
nary changes in tbe population and in the 
statistics of the country have occurred since 
1860. 
Old Industries have gone down and 
new ones have arisen. 
Resources altogether 
new have beon developed, and notwithstand­ 
ing the terrible drain of the battle field upon 
our population the loss will be supplied a 
hundredfold by the immense immigration of 
the past few years, as well as by the natural 
growth from the oradlo aud the nursery. 
There appears to be some apprehension, 
however, that the census is going to bo 
botched, blundered and even obstructed by 
the officials charged with this important 
duty. It is alleged that the whole system has 
been converted into a political machine tor the 
employment ot idle and, in many cases, in­ 
competent partisans. 
Wo trust this is not so. 
We saw from the first adoption of the legisla­ 
tion by Congress that the method of collecting 
the census returns was clumsy, unnecessarily 
complicated, and must certainly lead to many 
errors and delays. 
Tbe system we require is 
that very simple one adopted In England. 
A 
printed paper, with blanks to be filled, is left 
at the house of every citizen, with Instruc­ 
tions to have the blanks properly filled on 
a 
certain 
day, 
ready for the 
census 
official to receive them. 
Thus the census 
is taken all over the country in one day, 
and it is taken accurately. 
Citizens there are 
not submitted to the inquisitorial torture of 
people at the hands of the deputy mar­ 
shals—ignorant fellows for tbe most part— 
who put all kinds of useless and offensive 
questions to tbe householder, and when they 
get bold of a poor servant girl fairly drive her 
Into a frenzy. 
However, as the system has been adopted 
by Congress—another specimen of its saga­ 
city—and there is no help for it, there is no 
use iu people complaining. 
They must only 
do the best they can to answer the forty or 
fifty questions put to them by tbe gentlemen 
with the big books. The beads of the Census 
Bureau should see that tbe work is done with 
as much accuracy as possible under so loose 
a system. 
They should direct their subordi­ 
nates also to give as little annoyance to citi­ 
zens as is consonant with the performance of 
their duty. 
None of onr intelligent citizens 
have any objection to give all the iafontaation 
in their power and to assist the completion of 
this immense and important labor, if they are 
civilly approached by the officials. 


Rev. Or. Newman Bound for U tah. 
Tbe Rev. Dr. Newman, the distinguished 
pastor of the Metropolitan Methodist cbnrch at 
Washington, in which President Grant occu­ 
pies a pew, delivered some time ago a sermou 
iu which he exposed the errors ot Mormon 
polygamy, not only in a forcible, logical style, 
but, as it were, “speaking by authority.” 
His discourse was regarded by tbe nation as 
reflecting the views and policy of its chief, and 
therefore acquired importance in a political as 
well as religious point of view. 
It made a 
deep impression at Salt Lake City no less than 
elsewhere. 
A famous elder or bishop of the 
Latter Day Saints made an elaborate response 
to the arguments of Dr. Newman, who was 
thus led to a still more thorough examination 
of the system of polygamy. 
Armed at all 
points for controversy on this subject. Dr. 
Newman left yesterday for Salt Lake City, 
where, in tbe temple itself, be will strive to 
convince Brigham Young and all his followers 
that their theories and practice are at variance 
not only with modem civilization but with the 
authority of the Sacred Scriptures. 
Doubtless 
the influence of the sermons of Dr. Newman 
and of the Pacific Railway, and of the elec­ 
tric telegraph, and of Gentile immigration, 
will tend to convince Brigham Young that it 
will be expedient ere long to announce a new 
revelation, abolishing whatever is abhorrent 
to tmth, purity and justice in Mormonism. 
Enough will be left to justify all tbe eulogies 
which have deservedly been paid to the 
Mormons for the marvellous thrift and indus­ 
try whereby they have made the wilderness 
glad and the desert rejoice and blossom as the 
rose. Probably the Rev. Dr. Newman may 
win a nobler victory over some of their preju­ 
dices by his eloquence than an army fully 
supplied with cbassepfits, needle guns and 
every other kind of instrument known to 
destructive warfare. Truth is mighty and 
will prevail__________________ 


Was It PoisenY 
Two very extraordinary cases of sadden 
death occurred simultaneously in Jersey City 
on Tuesday. 
It appears that two men who 
were bosom friends and constant companions, 
residing within a short distance of each other, 
took a walk through the city on that day, and 
during their perambulations drank several 
times. 
Soon after returning home, and almost 
at tbe same moment, both men fell dead from 
tbelr chairs. 
The fact that they were both 
young men, hearty, strong and epjoying good 
health, readers the cause of death very mysteri­ 
ous. It will be a serious question for the Coro­ 
ner to decide whether they were not poisoned 
by some subetance Imbibed in the liquor they 
Indulged In during the day. 
He should 
endeavor to find out what liquors and in what 
bouses they drank in their day’s ramble, and 
detect, if possible, who the parties are in 
Jersey 
City who sell the deadly poison. 
warranted to kill almost Instantly. 
A skilful 
post-mortem examination will detect the ex­ 
istence of poison. if such exists, in the system 
of tbe victims. 
Tbe investigation of this 
curious case will be interesting.

Technical plans and statonents of the con­ 
struction, range and efficiency of the Prussian 
needle gun and the French Chassepot rlflo 
have been so repeatedly published in our col-

The first was 
tried 
with results disastrous to the Anstriao on tho 
bloody field of Bodowa. 
The second utterly 
overwhelmed aud appalled Garibaldi’s red- 
shirts at Meutana. 
Now they are set over 
against each other, and are to be wielded by 
the steadiest, the best disciplined and the most 
renowned troops in the world. Military science 
breathlessly awaits the roault. 
Against the needlo-gun it is practically al­ 
leged that, after it has become heated by con- 
tinuouB firing, it gets clogged and stiff, so that 
the soldier using it has sometimes to set the 
butt on the ground and work the mechanism 
by the pressure of Ills foot—a most awkward, 
inconvenient and dangerous necessity. 
If 
this allegation bo strictly true the piece would 
be a poor reliance at the critical moment of a 
prolonged contest. 
But there are 
enthu­ 
siastic friends of the simdnadclgewehr who 
flatly deny that there is any drawback of tho 
kind to their favorite weapon. 
On the other 
hand, the Cbassepot rifle throws out powder 
behind, it is said, in such a manner as greatly 
to confuse the soldier’s aim while using i t; and. 
moreover, should a cartridge miss fire, he has 
to open the chamber—nay, almost take it 
apart—to get rid of the useless encumbrance 
and replace it with a proper charge. 
Tbo 
French government have been fully aware ot 
this difficulty for some time, and were making 
their preparations to distribute an improved 
weapon; but the force of ovenls and the press­ 
ing difficulties of tbe situation leave them no 
time to “swap horses.” They are in for tho 
fight, and should their reliance on the Chasse- 
pot prove to be as delusive as some old war 
veterans predict that it will, a fearful demorali­ 
zation, similar to that which overtook the 
brave Austrians in 1860, must ensue. 
In this 
dilemma tbe Remington rlflo has renewed at­ 
traction for military men. 
Officers recently in 
this city, on a mission to purchase firearms 
for tbe Khedive of Egypt, 
expressed and 
practically manifested a decided preference 
for the American article, and it is rumored 
that European agents for tbe belligerent and 
other Old World governments are eagerly 
looking for the warlike productions of Ameri­ 
can genius. Tbe most formidable vessel in the 
great French navy is our old American Iron­ 
clad, the Dunderberg; and tbo Stevens battery 
on this side of the ocean is coveted by two or 
three foreign competitors as being better than 
anything that they can construct 
Why, then, 
shovld not this war, since it must go on, afford 
fresh opportunities for the triumph of cis-At- 
lantio Ingenuity? 
Why may we not invent 
something that will utterly eoUpse both Chasse- 
pot and needle-gun, and, by the time that Gaul 
and Teuton have grown tired of mutual 
slaughter, show them in their exhaustion that 
we have both the will and the means to keep 
the peace hereafter? 
It is quite certain 
that if all that is said of both the weapons to 
which we have referred and on which the issue, 
for the moment, hangs, be true, the table of the 
Kilkenny cats will be illustrated on a stupen­ 
dous scale in this Franco-Prussian struggle. 
For loss and massacre a victory will only be a 
little less disastrous, materially speaking, than 
defeat. 
Morally, however, defeat can amount 
to nothing much better than utter demoraliza­ 
tion, instant loss of self-confidence and total 
rout. 
Thus, in the wondrous ways of Provi­ 
dence the Chasaepot and the needle-gun, so 
recently the rods of terror held over the heads 
of two great populations, become, by being 
turned against each other, the ultimate co*> 
joint allies of peace apd the people. 


T he C ase o f 
R eal. 
Governor Hoffman has already declined to 
commute the sentence of Real; but it is re­ 
ported that additioual pressure is to be brought 
to bear upon tbe Governor to secure this 
change in the punishment of Real. 
Fortu­ 
nately tho Governor is a man who needs no in- 
Btrnction at the hands of journalists, and, 
without having bis attention specially called, 
is competent to see every point in such a case, 
whether it relates to bis duty, to humanity, on 
the one hand, or to tbe law on the other. But 
as a statement is addressed to the public as 
well as the Governor, and* seems to propose to 
operate on the Executive through popular sym­ 
pathy, it seems proper to observe that the 
story now told is not in accordance with what 
was shown on the trial, and also that it in­ 
volves one mischievous thought. 
It implies 
that Real was found guilty not because he was 
guilty, but because public sentiment, horrified 
by many murders, “required a victim.”

T h e C h in e s e A Ia s s a o re .— a despatch re­ 
ceived at Paris on tbe 27th inst., overland, 
announces that foor French vessels had ar> 
rived before Tientsin, tbe scene of the re­ 
cent Chinese massacre, which was so horrible 
in its details that, for a time, the press of Eu­ 
rope and America refused to lend it credence. 
Unhappily the tragic story has since been sub­ 
stantially confirmed. 
But the same despatolk 
to which we have alluded announces also that 
Schong Ho, a high Chinese functionary, baa 
been appointed Chinese Ambassador to Paris, 
with instruction to offer ample satisfaction to 
Prance for the outrages committed on French 
citizens. 
The advantages of the Burlingamo 
treaty have thus been signally manifested. 
Under the former relations of foreign Powers 
with tbe Chinese emp#e, the four French men- 
of-war would have lost no time in opening firo 
on Tientsin. 
But now that the Chinese empire 
has, by the Burlingame treaty, been brought 
into regular relations with the rest of the civ­ 
ilized world, a local and temporary outbreak of 
barbarianism can be satisfactorily atoned for 
without resorting to tho less civilized romodj- 
of war.

There is bnt little of interest to communicate 
n-uiii the istbmufl by this mail. On the 6th inat. 1 
forwarded by way of St. Thomas full details of 
news from the interior, the most important items 
of which were that the Canal treaty had passed 
the House of Representatives with such altera- 
lions or anicndments as General Hurlburt, the 
United States Minister at RogoU, desired, and 
had been returned to the Senate for approval; and 
that the bill to form a “Pacto Americana” (South 
American Confederation) to free Cuba, Porto Hlco 
Ac., from Spanish rule had passed the third read­ 
ing in the House, where It originated. Since 
then no news whatever has been received here 
from the capital. A New York paper of the 29th 
ult. publi-^hes a letter from its Panama correspon­ 
dent, in which it i.s stated that this latter bill 
•‘was euthiisiastically passed by a large naajority” 
iu the Colombian Congress. This is entirely in­ 
correct. On the 17th of June, our latest date 
from the capital, the bill had onty just been sent 
to 'Hhc Senate. There is, therefore, no ground 
for stating that it had become a law. 
The.President has sent a very able message to 
Congresi on the subject of education—a 
aubject too much neglected in these mis­ 
governed countries. The House of Ropre- 
mmtativcs baviug approved unanimously the 
Item in the budget appropriating $100,000 to 
found normal schools in the republic, the Presi­ 
dent compliments them on the act. The follow­ 
ing is the pith of his remarks;—The unanimous 
vote of approbation given in the lionse of Repre­ 
sentatives appropriating $100,000 to found normal 
achools in the republic shows the good disposition 
of all political parties to labor harmonionsly for 
the advancement of the republic, which fact, while 
honorable to the nation, will be accepted with 
favor by all the friends of constitutional liberty. 
In taking for a model the United States and adopt­ 
ing their institutions to these republics the com­ 
mon school system was left out. This the Prcsi 
dent deeply regrets, and says that it is impossible 
to found a repu blic without forming first the citi­ 
zen, and that the electoral arm and the school 
must be the base on which rests every republic* 
A conntry is neither republican nor free because 
the constitution ssys so, bnt because the amount 
of intelligence and the social condition permit it 
to be BO. The continued revolutions of Spanish 
America and the low state of industry are due en­ 
tirely to the ignorance of the lower classes. The 
minority govern and tho majority suflcr. The 
President asserts that the condition of the labor* 
Ing classes is not any better than under the Colo­ 
nial government. The question of the interven­ 
tion of the government with public instruction he 
considers definitely settled In the affirmative, and 
thinks the system of education should conform in 
all the schools, as tending to unite tho States 
themselves. The best mode of doing this would, in 
his opinion, for the government to take upon itself 
the forming of the teachers, leaving to tho States 
the primary schools. He then recommends the 
passing of a law making public instruction a 
branch of the administration and independent of 
the University. The President thus rea.sons very 
eensibiy—while the people arc ignorant they 
will not be industrious, aud if they are not indus­ 
trious the country must remain poor, so that any 
money advanced, to remove ignorance tends to 
enrich the country and consequently the Trea­ 
sury. When once enlightened civilization aud 
progress will go on of tbemseives. 
The documeut, as I have said, is a very able 
one, and does great credit to President Salgar. 
Although the amount appropriated—$100,(100—i.s 
but a drop in the bucket, yet it is a step 
In the right 
direction, one which, it i.s 
to be hoped, will be zealously followed 
«p. 
The State of Panama, probably the 
most enlightened in the republic, may be taken as 
an exam^e of the state of public education in 
this republic. The report of the Treasurer for 
the last fiscal year shows the income of the State 
tobe $203,171 Of this sum $114,000 were ex­ 
pended in keeping up a military force, while only 
1.3,122 were devoted to educational purposes. 
The army expenses of the State «mounted to fifty 
cents per head of the entire population. 
The case of Messrs. Clement aud Muylin, the two 
French citizens who were arrested by the arbi­ 
trary order of President Carreoso, on suspicion of 
having set fire to the A spin wall House, and thereby 
caused the late conflagration, is attracting much 
attention, and the newspapers here have taken 
It up very warmly, and denounce the anihorities 
for their action in the matter. The two unfor­ 
tunate men are still confined in a filthy prison, 
with the lowest criminals composing the chain- 
gang as companions. The have been deprived of 
liberty since the 6th of Jnno, without having even 
the shadow of a trial. This is republicanism with 
a vengeance. 
The U. R. steamer Nyack, Capt. Eastman, sailed 
hence for Callao on the 6th inst. 
Rome uneasiness was felt here about the steam­ 
ship Rising Star, which arrived two days behind 
the usual time. The passengers, &c., by her left 
for Ran Francisco, per Montana, on the 16th inst. 
The steamers fl'om the Central American coast 
have not yet arrived. The Bolivar is expected on 
the 20th and tho Salvador on the 26th. By the 
Constitution, which arrived on the 17t&, wehave 
later dates from Guatemala, with an interesting 
account of the earthquakes recently ezperianced 
in that republic. 
PropoMd CoalUioM of the Seath A 
RepMhllee to Free the Npanlsb Antilles. 
[i-'rom the Panama Mail, July 6,1870.] 
On the 17th June the House of Representatives, 
DOW in aession in the capital, passed a bill which, 
II approved by the Seoote, as It almost cerUinly 
will be, will be eouiválent to a declaration of war 
against Spain. The bill was introduced in the 
House on tho 12th May, and was enthusiastically 
received. It proposes the formation of a Bolemn 
compact between all tho Spanish-American re­ 
publics for the purpose of obuining the Inde- 
pendeuoe of the Spanish Antilles from the domina­ 
tion of Spain and the creation of republics in 
those islands. No doubt can exist, therefore, that 
the conversion of this bill into law would bo 
tauUmouDt to declaring the republic at war with 
fipain, and as such it wonld be oonsidered by that 
kingdom or republic—we hardly know which term 
would be the more correct at present. 
That a war—eitber active, as in tho case of 
Cuba, or paasive, as in the case of the Southern 
repoblioa—will really exist from the moment this 
law be passed, has been foreseen by some of the 
Onloiiibian stotesmeii. who have already vividly 
depicted the woes which they believe will befall 
this repnblic II it dare the wrath of Spain and the 
terrible straggle in which it will be involved for 
what tbey consider a (Quixotic idea. But, on the 
ottier hand, there are men who have spoken nobly, 
boldly and well on beh»H of those principles (be­ 
lieved In and respected by many and sneered and 
foughed at by others) which have correctly been 
termed American, hut which, unfortunately. In 
nine cases out of ten, are not acted up to with 
thai purity which their real aspirations demand. 
The Honso owmmlttce report on the bill presents 
a frank and explicit declaration of the principles 
by which some of ,.$hc l«adiiig men ot this country

Before the promulgation of anch a law as 
this, commisaionera should have visited the other 
govercKnentH to have learned whether they would 
enter the coalition, and with what amount of 
money, men and ships they were prepared to com­ 
mence defensive, if nut aggressive, opera­ 
tions.

Althuiigh we 
are 
here 
blaming 
Congress for tho manner in which this de­ 
cisive step has been so suddenly taken, it 
must be borne in mind that we are only blaming 
the manner in which the measure lu s been 
adopted, not the measure itself. Any one who 
knows the state of diplomatic relationship at pre­ 
sent existing between Spain and her former colo­ 
nies, cannot but readily understand that this step 
which Columbia has taken will lead not alone to 
the freedom of the Antilles, bnt to the arrange­ 
ment of such treaties between the South American 
republics and Kpain as will set at rest forever 
many long disputed and ranch debated anestions 
which have remained pending since the Indepen­ 
dence was gaiued. 
Commerce and agricoltnre may suflcr for a 
while ; but we still see room to hope that this re­ 
public may benefit by tho crisis through which it 
will have to pass ; and we believe the war, if com­ 
menced, will terminate with slight loss of blood, 
though at a large sacrifico of money, and leave 
old party rancors forgotten, from Colombians 
having again become brothers from having served 
on the same field and against the same common 
enemy. 


GUATEMALA. 


Tbe IflexlenM BonaAmry Dl^ietee—Revere 
Shorka of EarthqoMke—iMimeMae Jkeetmctioa 
mt Property. 
P anama, July 19,1870. 
The steamship Constitution, which arrived here 
on the 17th inst. from San Francisco, brings dates 
from Guatemala to tbe 13th inst. Tbe news ia 
interesting. The dispute between this repnblic 
and Mexico in regard to boundary lines and teni- 
tory continues, and further outrages are reported. 
On tbe night of the 10th lust, a party of fifteen 
brigands, under the commend of Mannel Auyon, a 
friend of Rniinu Barrios, entered the territory of 
Guatemala from Soconusco, and, arriving at tho 
village of Rosario, assassinated in cold blood a mer­ 
chant called Wenceslao Jabalois, robbed and then 
set fire to his house. The brigands escaped and 
took refuge on tbe estate of Barrios. Tbe authori­ 
ties of Chiapas seem to take no steps whatever to 
prevent these disgraceful outrages. 
Severe earthquake shocks had been expe­ 
rienced in this republic during the month of June, 
some with destructive efl'ects. The shocks bad 
been of SUCH frequent occurrence as to occupy 
public attention to a great extent; many towns 
and villages bad been severely damaged. Sub­ 
joined is an official account of the most severe 
shock.as felt in the town of Cuaginiquilapa, in the 
department of Santa Rosa, on the Pacific coast, in 
the south of tho republic:— 
“This series of shocks date back as far as tbe 
14th of April last, since which it may be said a 
day has not passed withont them. On the 3d of 
May, after a very severe shock there was an in­ 
termission for three days, when tbey commenced 
again. On the 12th of June the most severe oc­ 
curred. The day dawned dull, cloudy and calm, 
with a Bufiucating sensation of beat. At three P. 
M. there occurred a dreadful shock, with a move­ 
ment from southeast to northeast, preceded by a 
hollow, rumbling noise. The church and chapel 
were nearly destroyed. The principal parochial 
and municipal buildings, the prison and CJnstom 
Hoase fell in ruins. All the privatn bouses 
having tiled roofs Buffered, especially those built 
of adobes. Only the miserable straw huts escaped. 
The buildings on the coffee farms also suffered, 
along with the fences and ditches with which they 
are surrounded. Reports from various other parts 
of the conntry are still more serious and show an 
extensive area of volcanic action. The hills in the 
neighborhood of Cuaginiquilapa exhibit extraordi­ 
nary effects. The earth ópened in deep rents, the 
most prominent of which run down from southeast 
to northeast. Some of the shocks had a treqiulouB 
others an oscillating motion. The phocks which 
mined the town lasted froln ten to fifteen seconds. 
Rome behove the central canse is in the volcano 
Tccuambiirro, others in the Moyuta, which appears 
probable because in the vicinity of these volcanoes 
great rocky precipices, covered with trees, have 
been thrown down, the rivers dried np and the 
roads rendered impassable. But one life is re­ 
ported lost, that of a child.” 
The alcalde who gives tho description of which 
the above is the translation, is of opinion that tho 
cause lies under the Pacific Ocean and is the re­ 
sult of terrestrial electric excitement. 
This corp.s of English engineers who have been 
engaged in Guatemals making surveys for difler- 
ent lines of railway, one from the capital to the At­ 
lantic by way of'Lako Izabal, had returned to 
England with tbe requisite data and are engaged 
in preparing tlieir report. The general impres­ 
sion is that tbe report will be very favorable. 


THE niRDER OF COLONEL BUELL. 


Cowardly AsaaMinatlon at Fort Tnsrtcd* 
worth—A 
Itm ierier Mboots 
and K illn B is 
C'oininaiidinK OflHeer. 
[I'rom the Leavenworth (Kansas) Bulletin, 
July 23.] 
Brevet Lieutenant Colonel David H. Buell, the 
Orduance Department commander at Fort 
Leavenworth, was shot by an unknown assassin, 
at about eleven o’clock last night, while he was 
walking from the arsenal towards his home. His 
wife and child were with him. General Sturgis 
wa.s also in the locality of the dark and |)orrlble 
tragedy. Tbe ball missed his heart, where it was 
aimed, and entered the lower portion of his right 
breast, coming out at the back. Tbe weapon 
nsed was a pistol, and it mjiBt have been aimed 
by a hand that rarely trembles. Tho assassin 
fired frem a cluster of brush and at once fled and 
escaped. As there was no moonlight the escape 
was made with little difficulty. The entire gairi- 
son was ronsed into great excitement and per­ 
sistent efforts were made to discover the mur­ 
derer ; but up to a late hour this afternoon no 
arrest is known to have been made. It is thought 
that the oolonel was killed by one who is now a 
deserter. The suspected person had been at the 
fort till very recently, and it is thonght that he 
and the colonel have had some personal 
difficulty. A watch has been kept up at 
.all available points to-day, and we nope 
to annoonce the captare of the murderer in our 
next. A number of our medical men went to tb* 
fort this forenoon and an Inquest has been held 
ere this. Colonel Buell ia said to have been ana- 
snally popular with the soldiers of his command. 
It ia evident that some mystery sfironds this 
tragedy, yet we suppose the former immediate 
associates of the deceased are in the possession of 
some faote which will, at a proper time, be dis­ 
closed. 
The following reward is offered by the military 
officers at the fort:-The officers of the garrison 
guarantee that a reward of $600 will be paid for 
tee arrest and delivery at headquarters, or for 
such information as may lead to the arrest of the 
murderer of Brevet Lieutenant Colonel D. H. 
Buell, United Btotes Army, at the Fort Leaven­ 
worth (Kansas) arsenal, about eleven o’clock P. 
M. on the 22d inst. His murderer is snppoeed to 
be a deserter from the United States ordnance de­ 
tachment, named John M. Malone. His descrip­ 
tion is about as foUows:—Age abont thirty-five 
years, five feet ten inohes high, speaks slow ia 
common conversation; had on, when he deserted, 
black pants, linen coat and citizen boots; has an 
ulcer on tne side of his left knee and sores on his 
hand. 


CoDfessioM and D eath of the M nrderer. 
St. Ifouis, July 28, 1870. 
J. M. Malone, the murderer of Colonel Buell at 
Port Leavenworth, died yesterday. He confessed 
the crime, the cause of which was that Buell had 
compelled him to saw a cord of wood as a punitb- 
ment for absence at roUl call. 


AEOTHER BOSTON FIRE. 


L o rso C ea fla c v a c lM to th e H to h to a d D ls tr> t— 
F iv e T e e e e se a t H e eaea B n raetl—N a i r '^ 
em pe o f th e In a saces. 
[Prom the Boston Evening Tranicri^t, July 27.] 
At 8:60 A, M. to-day three alarr^# in quick suc- 
cessioD were given from box 2-Vx, followed imme­ 
diately by another from box.ii, for the purpose of 
drawing every availabVe fire engine to the High- 
tand District. The experience of Monday Jed 
Biany to think th»». danger threatened a large and 
inflammable dKjtriot, and thousands of persons 
wended their ^ t y way eouthward to view what a 
dense smoko promised—an extensive fire. They 
were by d6 means disappointed, as what follows 
will shiTw, and an opportnnity was afforded in 
addltton of witnessing the heroism of the flre- 
mea, which has never been displayed to better 
advantage since the Are department was organ- 
iied.The fire first appeared in tbe centre of a long 
wooden building situated on Hunneman street, 
running parallel with a row of wooden tenement 
houses facing on tbe east side of Harrison avenue. 
The building was formerly known as Webber’s 
Ropewalk, aud was occupied by Joseph Nicker­ 
son & Co., shiochandlers, for the manufacture of 
cordage. 
There was a great deal of tarred 
material in the structure, which is supposed 
to have become ignited by friction in the ma­ 
chinery. 
Tbe flames spread to both ends of the slightly 
boilt structure with lightning-like rapidity, and tho 
inflammable nature of the stock fed tliem ut a rate 
teat put all idea of checking beyond human com­ 
prehension. To add to the dismay of tho inhabi­ 
tants and the crowds who gathered at the first 
alarm, tbe entire neighborhood—every building 
being of wood aud of cheap coustruction—even to 
Washington street, seemed doomed, as a strong 
easterly breeze sent the Names iu an almost horb 
zontal direction towards them. 
Every family to the leeward of the burning mass 
at once turned their attention to tbe removal of 
their effects, and the streets aud vacant lota in 
every direction were soon filled with every con­ 
ceivable article of bousehold ftirniture, which were 
surrounded by hundreds of men and women aud 
children in every stage of frantic excitement. 
Such was the condition in which tbe firemen 
found the neighborhood when the first engine ar­ 
rived upon tbe scene. The ropewalk was almost 
entirely consumed, aud the fire had firm hold upon 
the tenement houses that separated it from the 
avenne. 
The first companies to arrive placed their appa­ 
ratus directly in the face of the fire, on Harrison 
avenue, and though the heat was intense, 1^ the 
display of great fortitude under every difficulty 
bravely maintained their positions and batUed the 
flames with almost unexampled energy. They evi­ 
dently had East Boston in their minds, and knew 
that what was to be done must be done quickly. 
Their exertions for the lime, however, were'un- 
availing. Tbe five tenement houses—three of 
which belonged to Denuis MuHane, one to James 
Ryan, of Jamaica Plain, and one to Thomas Noo­ 
nan, who resides near—were quickly coiisnmed 
and the flames several times caught the block be­ 
longing to Mr. Hullane, on the opposite side of 
the avenue, corner of Hunneman street. 
The safety of this block was mainly due to the 
activity and heroic conduct of the company at­ 
tached to Eagle Engine No. 3, who maintained 
their stand at the corner of Hunneman street, de­ 
spite tee roaring flames and enveloping smoke 
that hovered over aud about tliem. The hosemen 
alternated their stream between the tire and their 
engine, first playing upon one and then on the 
other to keep tho machinery from overheating, 
the engineer during the time being compelled to 
nsc his cotton waste in order to handle his valves. 
At this juncture the department was heavily re­ 
inforced from South Boston, Dorchester, East Bos­ 
ton and the city proper, and long lines of hose 
were soon laid to near upon the lire from every 
direction, in tact, in travelling over the district, 
it seemed as if the hose that tripped tho pedes­ 
trian at every step formed a complete network. 
BO frequently did the lines cross at every conceiv­ 
able angle. 
But even the most strennous endeavors of this 
large force were unequal to the task of saving the 
large stone building on the opposite side of Hun- 
ncman street, on the sontheast corner of Harri­ 
son avenue. It belonged to Nickerson & Co., and 
it was well known by all in the vicinity that it bad 
been recently refitted with much valuable ma- 
chinerv, besides being heavily stocked wltehemp 
and other similar material. 
Every stream that could be spared from the 
work of preventing the spread of the flames to tbe 
hundred or more wooden buildings lying between 
Harrison avenue and Washington street were di­ 
rected to save this structure, with its valuable 
contents. 
The roof, from exposure to the hot sun for days 
and even weeks, was in the best condition for 
quick combustion, and the fire soon made it a 
complete wreck, despite the large volumes of 
water that were poured upon it. It fell in with a 
crash, carrying the crackling flames to the hemp 
on the upper floor. 
At this stage of the fire, it having then burned 
less than half an hour, the enginhers felt assured 
that they had effectually checked the flames from 
again crossing the wide avenue, and the whole 
force at their disposal was directed to the stone 
building. 
% 
But the hemp was well on fire, which soon 
worked its way through the floor. Not many 
minutes elapsed before the floor fell through, and 
the red hot mass of hemp and burning timbers 
were mingled with tbe costly machinery, which 
had been but a short time before in full operation 
te tlje mjfonf$6|ure of material similar to that in 
tne room above. 
All the water that could be obtained—and the 
supply was by no means short—continued to be 
poured iu upon the fiery heap; but all hope of 
saving the engine and numerous machines from 
total disablement was gone. 
Another hour’s hard work sufficed to extinguish 
the smouldering rains, during which time the hook 
men were busily engaged in tearing down the few 
wooden walla that kept their pitrpcndicnlar and 
evcrhanling tbe debris that showed signs of re­ 
kindling. 
Nearly all—landlords, tenants and spectators— 
breathed sighs of relief when they became aware 
that the danger was over and realized the narrow 
escape the neighborhood had had from what ap- 
C 
red at first certain annihilation. Praises of 
Fire Department for their promptitnde, good 
judgment and efficiency were heard from every 
lip, and the mutual congratulations among the 
fortúnale and commiseration with the unfortu­ 
nate denizens of the vicinity were numerous and 
heartfelt. 
The losses cannot amount to much less in tho 
aggregate than $75,000, of which about $65,00 
will fall upon the cordage company. They havo 
recently put in a large amount of tho latest im­ 
proved machinery, which, together with that on 
nand previously, is worth $30,000. The new stock 
of hemp, the principal portion of which was 
stored in the atone bmlding, was valued at be­ 
tween $15,000 and $20,000. 
Tbe stone structure was of considerable value. 
The walls are standing In good condition, but the 
rebuilding of tbe interior will probably cost 
$10,000. Thu long rope-walk was of compara­ 
tively slight value—the highest estimate placing 
-H at $1,000. Nickerson & Co. are iuaured for 
abont $40,0()0, divided among tne Hide and Leath­ 
er, Independent, Tremont, Firemen’s and New 
England offices of Boston, Sun, of Clevalaud, 
Merchants’, of Chicago, Fame, of Philadelphia, 
and others, in various amounts. The loss 
falls severely upon the firm, as it stops 
their work in the busiest season. 
Mr. Dennis Mullane's loss on his three tenement 
houses is not much less than $6,000, and his in- 
saranes will not more than half cover it. They 
were occupied by eight families besides his own, 
including teose of Michael Barrett, Michael Fitz­ 
gerald, Jeremiah Flynn, Hans OoUeib, James Sul- 
Jnvan and Patrick Murphy. The two honses next 
north, owned by Messrs. Ryan and Noonan, were 
valued at about $2,000 each, and were partially 
Ineured. They were occupied by six families, 
who, with those in Mr. MnUane’s honses, lost all 
their effects. 
Many other families, even those located several 
blocks away, experienced more or lesa damage to 
farnitnre, which was generally removed from their 
honses at the first alarm. 
A rnmor that three children were left in the 
tenement house first burned can be traced to no 
trustworthy source. 
A centennarian—an old man named Daffy, said 
to be 100 years of age—was taken from one of the 
burning bulldiugs In an Insensible state and con­ 
veyed to a place of safety. 


THE CAWTOHJHFWTICIOE CASE. 
PMtponeaient of the Coroner*» Investlcatioa. 
Coroner Rollins yesterday Intended to have made 
an examination In tbe case of Miss Esther E. Caw- 
ton. charged wRh causing the death, by strangular 
tioD, of her illegitimate child at 248 West Thirty- 
seventh street, as fully reported in tbe Hbrald, 
but owing to the deplorable condlUon In which he 
found the nnfonunate woman it was absolutely Im­ 
possible to take her testimony. Bbe was bordering 
on Insanity, and ncr physical and menial sulforlngs 
were of snch a character as to excite tne greatest 
sympathy of all who witnessed them. All tbe cir­ 
cumstances considered, coroner RoUlns postponed 
the official Investigation indefinitely.

this case was made upon the complaint and answer. 
It was conceded upon the argument tUat the Injuuo- 
Uou was too broad, and it wa.s, therefure, vacated 
iu such respects as the concessioa covered. The 
equities of the couiplalnt are fully denied by me 
answer an. me charges oi unlawful combination 
and conspiracy refuted. It was noiAjuestloued upon 
the argument that the answer met tbe allegations 
of the complaint and denied them fully; but it was 
contended by the plalntiiPs counsel mat me verifica­ 
tion to the answer not navtng been made by me de- 
feudauts, but by their attorney aud agent in fat;i, it 
was not sufilcieut to accomplish the same result as 
11 it had been made by the delendants or one of 
them. The objection cannot be sustained. The code 
provides that the verification may be made by the 
agent or attorney, U all the material allegations of 
the pleading be within his personal knowledge; and 
U appears irom the statements contametl In the aril- 
davit made by the agent that he possesses me neoes- 
sary qualifications within the statute, i have carefully 
examined this case and enu rtaln no doubt that tho 
Injunction should be dissolvetl.

Since the departure of Mr. Gibbons from the 
chair of the District Attorneyship in the Court of 
(juartor Sessions, the gamblers, who had been 
cleared away from the city by reason of the 
issuing of bench warrants for their arrest, and the 
capture of the paraphernalia of their establish­ 
ments. have returned, and now walk onr streets 
by day with perfect impunity, while at night they 
ply their business with tee same efi'rontery that 
was so apparent a few months since. A prome- 
nader along Chestnut street can readily pick out 
the gentleman of the cards and roulette from the 
crowd which infests tee vicinity of Ninth and 
Chestnut streeta, and towards midnight he can as 
readily pick oat the gambling hells, which of all 
abommatioDS are the greatest, and to which par­ 
ticular attention should be paid by our police 
authorities. But a few months since, by the 
promptness of a city official, the gamblers were 
driven from Philadelphia and their places ot re­ 
sort closed, and onr citizens experienced great 
relief thereat. 
There is no reason why the same state of affairs 
should not be in existence still. These pests of 
society should be torn out every night, and finally 
the gambler wonld give Philadelphia a wide 
berth. Many of the professionals have reaped a 
harvest at tlie watering places, while others 
have picked tip qonsiderable money from tourists 
who have made úse of our citv as a stopping 
place. Only yesterday a LouisvilHan, who was 
on his way to Niagara, stopped a gentleman on 
the street and wanted enough money advanced 
on his watch to enable him to return to his native 
city, from which he had been absent only a few 
days, ho Ting really intended to be away for a 
monte. His tale was similar to that which is 
daUy related at the Central. He had met a gen­ 
tleman of elegant addrese, with whom he soon 
became intimate. With him be had been induced 
to take a stroll along Chestnut street, and after 
having imbibed pretty heavily of the ardent, had 
gone into one of tbe second story gUded palaces, 
out of which be had come with not enough money 
to pay his board bill at the Oontinental. In addi­ 
tion to tho above means of fleecing the people, 
we Dotioed tee other day a fellow with a barrel 
stave on his knee at one of onr prominent places 
of amusement, playing three-card monte, endea­ 
voring to get some one of the crowd in his vicinity 
to venture a small sum. While sitting at tee Blue 
Bell Station, on the Baltimore Railroad, on 
Wednesday last, waiting for the train, wo were 
accosted by a fellow, with basket on arm, with 
tee remark, in broad Irish accent, “ Any gronnd- 
nnts, sir ?” Noticing that he had a cloth covered 
over his basket a gentíeman near by lifted one 
corner, and there beheld, instead of the nnta, a 
small roulette board. We afterwards learned that 
this fellow has for years been engaged in this 
business, and that he finds ready cnstomers among 
onr Market street merchants. Although for years 
daily seen on our prominent thoronghfares with 
his basket he has never yet known the inside of a 
cell. He is an Italian by birth, but makes hia 
brogue suit the assembly aud the occasion. To­ 
day ho is a Geman and to-morrow an Irishman, 
and by his ingenuity has succeeded in laying by 
quite a fortune. He can accommodate you with 
roulette, cards or tho “little joker,” and always 
has with him an individual whose success at either 
is a Bufflclent Inducement for a stranger to try his 
hand. He is one of the dangerous men in Phila­ 
delphia, and shonld be arrested, as his conviction, 
by reason Of the material foufid on him, would be

SUICIDE 07 A NEWJMiR IN BALTIMORE. 
[P'rom the Ilaltimore American, July 27.] 
There arrived in this city a few days since from 
New York Julius Romke and his wife, and en­ 
gaged two rooms at No. 179 North Eutaw street. 
Itomko while in New York was engaged in busi­ 
ness and in a fair way to enrich himself with this 
world’s goods, and in anticipation of that event 
pictured to liimsclf many years of happiness with 
nis family; but alas lor his air castles, m less than 
one honr a Are destroyed all his hard earnings 
and left himself, wife and three small children 
penniless. Borrowing a few dollars from friends, 
he came to this city, where be expected to obtain 
employment, but the fates were against him, aud 
the tbonghta of his family suffering for the neces­ 
saries of life BO preyed upon him that he resolved 
to commit suicide, and with this view he on Mon­ 
day night purchased a quantity of laudanum, 
and after affectionately embracing his wife 
repaired to a room and there drank tbe 
poison. His long absence alarmed the wife, and 
when the entered the room the wretched man 
was In a deep aleep. Seeing tee empty bottle 
Iving upon tee floor she Instantly comprehended 
the situation and called for asslstanoe, and in a 
short time three pbyMclans, several poUoemen 
and a few members of No. 7 Engine Company 
were actively engaged in endeavoring to restore 
him to coQscioasness. Emetics and ahower baths 
were freely administered from the hour of half 
past eight eight o’clock until yesterday morning, 
and at four o*clock it was thought that he would 
snrvive, but at half-past nine o’clock be died. Cor­ 
oner Spicer was notified, but after being made 
acqnaiated with tbe facts deemed an Inuuesl un­ 
necessary, he being satisfied that death had been 
cansed by landannm. Tbe deceased was regard­ 
ed as a most excellent bookkeeper and of steady 
habito, but of an exceedingly nervous tempera­ 
ment and easily troubled. He left his family in a 
destitute condition, the wife and children at the 
time of bis death not having a morsel of food In 
tee house.

ComparaUvely few people are aware tbai 
within two hundred milei of New York there is a 
Ratural curiosity rivalling, both In Interest and 
novelty, the great Falla of Niagara and the Mam­ 
moth Cave of Kentucky. Yet snch is the fact. 
aown’s OAVR, 
in Schoharie county, New York, if not entitied to- 
be classed among tee “ wonders of the world,” 1» 
certainly a marvellons illnstration of what Dama^ 
Nature has done in some of her freaks. A de- 
lightfol ride of two hours via the Albany and Sus­ 
quehanna Railroad from Albany—a ride from^ 
Albany by almost any ronte or oonveyaaee iSs 
preferable to a sojourn there—brings tbe tonrist 
to a modest little station or halting place but a 
few rods distant from a hotel, which is bnllt 
directly over tbe only entrance to tbe cave. 
Until within a few years the attractions of thiB> 
place seemed destined never to have other than a 
local reputation; bnt the opening of the Albany 
and Sosqnehanna ftallroad was the impetus for am 
effort on the part of the proprietors of the cave to- 
make their property a pleasant place of resort. 
The hotel was enlarged, the grounds Improved! 
and arrangements completed for hospitably enter­ 
taining any who might desire to visit the place. 
The hotel, had it no other attractions than itS' 
beautiful site on the side of a mountain, facing 
the South and commanding a fine view of the 
Schoharie Valley—one of the moat fertile and 
beantifnl in the State—deserves to be well patron­ 
ized by health and pleasure seekers. 
But the cave, of course, draws thither most of 
its numerous guests, and of that we will endeavor 
to give tee readers of the Hkrald some account. 
It was discovered by fox-hnnters in 1842. How 
long the foxes knew of it before man did we havo 
no means of knowing, but Jndging from tbe num­ 
ber of people who annually visit it, it will never 
again become a hiding-place for those cunning 
animals. We had to undergo a total transforma­ 
tion of dresa before we were permitted to enter. 
A woollen bloose, gray overslls, cowhide gun­ 
boats, and a glazed cap, were made to take the 
place of onr travelling costnmes. Tbe ladies 
changed theirs for a jacket, very like a bathing- 
dress in pattern and made of red flannel, and like 
us they were provided with pantaloons and a 
glazed cap. Armed severally with a torch we 
followed our guide and wore soon within the 
classic precincts of the oave. ’Twas a very warm 
day, but we were very soon In a more comfort- 
able climate, where the temperatnre doesn’t vary 
five degrees in a year; usually it is about fifty-five 
degrees above zero. 
To attempt to de­ 
scribe 
the 
interesting 
featnres of the 
different 
“ Halls,” as they are termed, 
would 
require 
more 
space 
than yoo< 
nould spare in your columns. There are “Écho 
Hall,” “Mosic Hall” and “Washington Hall,” alt 
worthy a page, and many others whose chief in­ 
terest is in their size, peculiar shape and tha 
romantic, not to say difficult means by which they 
are approached. A few hnndred feet from the 
entrance is a sort of alcove, off one of tbe main 
halls, which bears tbe sentimental name of tho 
“Bridal Chamber.” It is reached by a staircase, 
well carpeted with choice miid, as are, in fact,, 
the walls and floor of tho chamber. Several ot 
Mr. Howe’s children havo been married here. 
Whether they are alive now or not we are unable- 
to say, but unless the old adage, “A dark begin- 
ning makes a bright ending,” be verified in their 
cases they m-jst never cease to be impressed witb 
the “awful solemnity” of their wedding day. As 
a confirmed bachelor we are bound to protest 
against young people commencing married Ufa 
amid such gloomy associations. A brilliant son- 
shine rather than tbe darkness of a cave, and th« 
music of birds instead of bats, it seems to us, are 
indispensable in making one’s wedding day at alB 
endurable. 
Passing through various rooms, 
whose ceilings were studded with beautiful 
Btalacties, resembliug at a distance, as the light 
of our torches fell upon them, the elaborate fres- 
coings of a modern drawing room, we came at 
length to 
THE LAXB. 
This ¡8 justfy regarded as the most interesting, 
feature of tbe cave. Its waters are as pure as 
crystal, and as onr boat pushed from the rocky 
shore a weirdlike stUIness pervaded our Uttle 
party, which was broken only by tbe sound of the- 
guide’s oar, or an occasional burst of entbnsiastio 
admiration provoked by the beanty of the scene 
around us. Bometimes the rooky ceiling conld be 
reached by our hands, and again it would risa 
above us to the height of twenty or twenty-five 
feet. The lake is about ene-fonrth of a mile long. 
It forms the bed of teat part of the cave aud Is 
from five to fifteen feet deep. In some places, 
however, it is said to be unrateomable. The ir­ 
regularity of its shape adds greatly to its beanty 
and picturesqueness. In some places it is so nar­ 
row that tee manner of propelling our boat was 
by pushing first against one side and then Uia 
other with the pole which the guide used as am 
oar. Tbe region beyond the lake is called the 
KOCXr M0ÜNTAIM8, 
and not inappropriately either, tor tho rockt are 
thrown together and apart in each an irregular 
manner that travel through, over and under them, 
is rather tiresome, not to say perilous. Often wo 
were compelled to stoop and sometimes to creep, 
in order to get through the different passes. A 
mile of this kind of travelling beyond tho lake 
brought as to a halt, and the guide said w» 
were as far as visitors usually went, that 
there was a “rotunda” several yards beyond, 
but the passage to it was so small that few peopla 
ever attempted it. Two of us, however, insistocl 
that as we had come so far we could not afford to- 
return withont “doing tbe whole thing.” So bid­ 
ding the guide to “go ahead” we started. In aa 
instant that individnal had disappeared, all except 
his heels, following which we descended several 
feet through a passage very much resembling » 
woodchuck’s hole. We found the way indeed. 
“very narrow.” For a few feet we travelled oa 
our hands and knees, but were soon obliged to- 
lay flat upon our faces, and, pushing our torches 
(which had a marvellous way of keeping rlghl 
side np) armslength ahead of ns, edge our way 
np to them as best we could. This mode of navi­ 
gation continned for about twenty-five feet, and 
our speed was very like that of a “snail going to- 
the poorhouse.” We at length emerged from this 
passage, wldch. by the way, is called 
“PAT MAN'S MISERY,” 
into the rotunda, a room circular in shape, 
whose walls are of solid rock. Its diameter 
is about twelve feet and height estimated 
at three hundred feet. We put our lights out 
and remained for a few minotes in • 
darkness like that which hung over Egypt in the 
ancient biblical days. The moment was one ot 
indescribable Impressiveness and one never to ba 
forgotten. We were well repaid for making the 
journey through “Fatman’a kisery,” although the 
trip back was even more difficult than tee flrat. 
one. 
, 
. 
As to the length of tho cave there are varlpue- 
opinions. Our guide said it was fhU four miles, 
and, judging by the time it took ns to return, we- 
concluded he waa not for from being right. The 
inquiring mind naturally seeka to know the cause, 
of such a phenomenon In nature ; but the only 
one we are able to give ia that tbe mountain in 
which tee oave is situated, being composedi 
largely of limestone, must have anffered at a pe­ 
riod far back in the past from a grand “upheav 
ing” in nature whioh so confused its component 
parts that they have never been able to find their 
proper places, and hence tho cave. 
An U nporttnatb Qibl.—A girl about seven­ 
teen years of age was found by her father in a. 
house of prostitution night before last, taken oak 
by him and brought before the Police Judge yea- 
torday morning, on the charge of incorrigibili^. 
The lather has two wives living, the first one be­ 
ing divorced from him, and he asserta that It wae 
by her that hia da^htot waa induced to go into a 
hooae of Ul-fame. The poor girl tearfully appealed 
to her father to take her home, promising to re­ 
form and make him a good and dutifbl child, but 
tho old mao waa inexorable; he waa convinced 
that his divorced wife was hont on accomplishing 
the girl’s utter ruin, and thou^t tbe Honae of 
Refuge waa the only place where she would be 
secure from that had woman’s wUea. Carrie could 
not be committed to tbe House of Refuge, how­ 
ever, as she Is several weeks over sevcnteeu years 
old.

In Casweli and Alamance counties, where th« 
|>eoplo are determined to abide by the civil law, 
Do the consequences what they may. The Presi­ 
dent of the United States has recently given bis 
.aB.-mrance to the Hon. Bedford Brown, of this 
county, that no more arrests should be made by 
th e militia or State troops, except in aid of the 
•civil authorities. General Grant said that he had 
been informed that no man’s life was safe in Cas­ 
well, 
that 
citizens 
were 
shot/ down 
in 
tlio 
streets, 
on 
the 
highways, 
and 
that 
the civil authorities countenanced all these out- 
.rages. Now in contradiction of these reports I 
have the a.-surance of two officers of tha United 
States army, now here, that they never knew a 
more law-abiding or more peaceably disposed 
community before in their lives; and tne only two 
■murderB committed In the county since the close 
•of the war were those of which the Stephens fam­ 
ily were the victims. The first of these was the 
niystorious murder of the lats State Senator 
Stepheua’ mother, S t Ids residenoe, in the broad 
daylight. She was found lying at her bedafdo on

which made the gash in her throat, and the pieces 
of which were then in the yard as she had thrown 
them nut. This was all that could be eUcited at the 
Inquest. For the murder of Senator Stephens It 
cannot be ascertained who is directly responsible. 
A prominent politician is said to Lave told a nnm- 
ber of negroes ftom this county in Raleigh that 
Bb-phcn.i wae not the man to lead the party in 
Cas well, and that 
“ n a KnsT bb g o t b id o p .” 
Among the negroes tt^s man is regarded as an 
orator, and the language above quoted, pro­ 
nounced with each marked emphasii, had with 
them a peoulUr significance.

idation. and made Into Ku Klux outragea. Since 
the arrival of the half-starved jay-liowkers, how­ 
ever, there has been a safllclency of outrages to 
make up for the shortcomings of the c.ouuty in 
this reapect. Chicken-ooopa, hog-pens and siore- 
housea 
have

are closed up. I have not seen a whlto female 
since my arrival here, except tlio lady of the pri­ 
vate residence at which I have been stopping. 

I'eople in the 
country are afraid to come hero to purchase ar­ 
ticles of domestic use they cau hardly dispense 
with. All the communication now held witli this 
garrisoned village is from Danville, in Virginia, 
a.«jd the company’s shops on the North Car 'lina 
Railroad. 
One poiut brings intelligence from 
Raleigh and the other is in the centre of the 
friends and relatives of the people hero. 
From 
the window of the room in which I write the raw 
recruits 
of 
Kirk’s 
command cau be seen 
drilling over the streets in squads of twenty and 
thirty, and a more slovenly and dirty set could 
scarcely bo collected. By the grace of his Ex­ 
cellency Governor Holden the people here have a 
NEGRO MAOI8TBATE 
who dispenses justice from his own standpoint, 
aud is the Register aUo. Registration, however, 
IS little thought of except by the negroes, who 
are having their names recorded previous to the 
elocUons on Thursday. The magistrate aud Reg­ 
ister is an illiterate negro, who, to add to his other 
defects, lacks the common sense of the ordinary 
“Sambo,” qualified to read and write. His deci­ 
sions are, in consequence, rarely just, and his re- 
gi.stratlou book is a mass of hieroplyphics that 
oven himself is puzzled to deciplier. 
THE COHKT MARTIAL 
to try the Caswoll prisoners has been ordered, 
and will convene here despite the wriU of Chief 
Justice Pearson, and his elaborate opinion that 
the civil law must be obeyed. Colonel Clark, of 
the First regiment of State troops, will be presi­ 
dent of the coart, and Colonel Kirk, of the Second 
regiment, will act as Judge Advocate. The re­ 
maining members ot the court will be supplied 
from Kirk’s regiment, with the exception of Colo­ 
nel Stephen A. Douglass, who is expected here 
to-night. 
The court will convene to-morrow, 
when the trial of the Caswell prisoners will bo 
commenced. The citizens hero are nut aware of 
this yet; its annoniicement wUl create additional 
excitement, and there will be fre.sli reason to an­ 
ticipate a civil conflict, in which blood may be too 
freely shed.

If, as was said by the prisoner s counsel, they in­ 
tended the application for relief, it should be 
made by them to the Chief Justice of the United 
States.

And you fell, 
as the jiassing cloud above darkened the light 
grecii of the hollows and hillsides ami liglitly 
rested above the young groves--am i you were 
lain to catch views of sky and land to g e th e r-th a t 
this m ust be a happy land to live in. 
It is a long di.staiicc to Tifiis from Kiitai.' -more 
th a n 240 ver-ts. equal to KiO iiiHes. You pa.s 
quickly through various scenery. 
There is a siid- 
«Icn trainition from the uninhabited upland near 
K utais to a populous district, chiefly inhabited by 
T.artars. 
Upland and m eadow, wide and waving 
corn Helds, rocky slopes, fertile river bank ami 
grav, bare craps, deep defiles, picturesque pa.sses, 
and’ the eternal Caueasus always in sight, are 
w liiitthe scenery chiefly eoiisists in. 
Then there 
are the white stations of the goveriimeiit. which 
• re provided for thofotravellcrs who have obtained 
u prodoriMna, or 
frciin the autlioriticH 
to travel; the T artar villages, of which there are 
a great number and always inlcre.sting; the ca.stled 
kin and ruins ol (icorgiaii lortre.«sea; the roaring, 
im petuous river Ricn; the idoiighmen a t tlu ir 
w ork, with their patient oxen; the long, long cara­ 
vana of camels which you frequently pass; the 
queer little donkeys and their submissive drivers;

LIKE SAV1NO STATIONS. 
It Is proposed betore President Grant loaves to 
show him aud multitudes of others at the same 
time here who arc interested in tiie subject, the 
practical workings ot the life saving stations scat- 
tered at Intervals along the sea coast in this vicinity. 
'i'hcre 
are 
twenty-eight 
ol 
these 
stations, 
ol which one is located here. Olaen talcs told 
of New Jersey pirates, who, by falsely alluring lights, 
enticed vessels upon the coast, and, particularly, to 
certain destruction upon the rocks olf Barnegat, are 
jet fresh in the public memory. It became neces- 
sary lor Congress to do something to put a stop tu 
llile fiendish work aad often wholesale destruction 
of human life, infinitely worse than the plundering 
of wrecked vessels. Mr. C. H. Green, In charge of the 
station here.showcd me to-day the appliances for sav- 
ing life, and explained tiie exhibition proposed to be 
made before the President. The lifeboat now in use 
Je made of galvanized iron and about twelve feet long 
by live leet thick through the middle. It Is shaped 
lite a torpedo boat aud has an opening in the top 
which is capable of being shut down iind made air 
and water ticht. It will hold six persons,and arris ad- 
mitted through small puuctuures at intervals on tlie 
top. such puncuures not being large enough, how- 
ever, to let in Hie water. On either end an are cham- 
ber giving it buoyancy and at tlie same time render- 
ing the binklnc of it Impossible. To brine: this bout 
In communication with a wrecked vessel a twenty- 
four pounder is used, a spiral ring attached to Hie 
ball and to this ball a small coid. Ashipcin be 
reached ftt a distance of 250 jards. and then by the 
small cord a cable Is drawn in, making it fast 
to the 
vessel, 
and 
thus 
with 
a 
cable 
on the shore end the boat with its living occupants 
Is drawn with perfect safety through, the roughest; 
6ea. It is expected that tha exhibition, which will 
bo made in as ronjrtt a sea as Is likely to occur at this 
season or the year, will be very interestm'g. It is 
well known, very many lives have beeu saved smce 
the establishment of these stations. Mr. Green com- 
plains at the ill-judged frugality or Congress in 
not having larger and better buildings erected ami a 
regular force of men attached to each.

There are , 
more artists, authors aad literary meu aiuoaff the" 
residents of Newport than at Saratoga, Lo'ng Braucii 
and C,»po May combined. This fact, and others like 
it, tell the story. Newport ts the summer home of 
the beat class of people from all sections of the 
country. 
Some o( tuehote! proprietors at toe watering places 
say that on account or the war in Europe they can- 
not aBbnl to give .1 ccnnan this season. 
The number of New Yorkers that visSJ Cape May 
this season is remarkably small. It is, in fact, a 
Philadelphia resort, almost exclusively. It is to the 
latter city what Long Branch is to New York. The 
Quaker City people run over to It on a flying visit, 
the Journey being so snort as to mane it a mat- 
ter of little consequence as regards time. The Cape 
Is, certainly attractive as a resort both for health and 
pleasure, and the hotel proprietors seem to be suc- 
cessful in pleasing their guests.

tion of a Father Mathew Temnerance Society. About 
a month ago this society became disorganized, and 
Its members disheartened, since which time matters 
nave beea growing continually worse, and now 
the state of affairs ia really deplorable. Most of 
those in the society have become disheartened at 
the 111 success attending their efforts to keep the or- 
ganization together and have turned to drlng so rap- 
idly that Jamaica Is fast reassigning its previous im- 
moral garb. One sad event hag culminated out of 
this Imbroglio between the clergy and the society, 
and that ts the complete dismemberment of a prom- 
ising family. Charles McLaughlln, one or the mem- 
bers, took to drink, and while in a frenzy Of intoxi- 
cation beat his wife and would no doubt have 
killed her bnt for her timely escape 
from 


the house. ~ The poor woman, almost peunlieas, 
made her war to Brooklyn to share tha 
Hospitality of some relatives, leaving her family be- 
hind her. One of the children, a little girl named 
Anne, eight years of age, frightened at the conduct 
of her father, fled from the house to sesk the protec- 
tion ol her mother and got lost. It Is a week ago to- 
day since she disappeared, and although diligent 
and untiring search Tor her has been made, yet she 
-nafi not been found. She was barefooted at the 
time. Other cases of lawlessness have occurred 
through the demoralization of this society, and the 
entire people of Jamaica are bemoaning the sad. oc- 
( cumnce.

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HYDSOPHOBIA IN ST. LOUIS. 


Two Shocking Coses—A Boy Goes Mad from 


being; Licked by a Hair Rabid Hog while 
Ae!«e]>—Horrible Symptoms. 


[From tlie St. Louis Republican, July 28.] 


We have another case oi hydrophobia to chron- 


icle, the victim being a boy about sixteen years 
of age, who was yesterday removed from the 
Health Office to the City Hospital in a state fearful 
to witness. There is something so peculiar about 
cases of this shocking malady that a. fall state- 
ment of the particulars will be interesting, even 
if it forms n sad tale to read. The boy's name is 
Ado'ph Herbestel, and he has for some time been 
employed as waiter in the Supreme Coart hall 
restaurant on Chestnut street, opposite the conrt 
house. He has proved himself a steady, indus- 
trious yonn<r man and gained the respect and es- 
teem of his employers and associates. Be lived at 
523 Poplar street, where most of the young 
men 
employed 
in 
the 
restaurant 
also 


stopped, and nntil recently enjoyed excellent 
health, and was of a robust frame and constitu- 
tion. On« night about four weeks ago, the heat 
being very oppressive, the boy moved a portion 
of his clothes into the yard, where he slept the 
balance of the night. In the yard there was a dog 
called Sultan, a large hunting spaniel, belonging 
to the proprietor of the house, but the animal 
was then, so far as is known, in a normal condi- 
tion. It does notTappear that yonng Herbestel 
was bitten that night. He made no mention of 
anything of the sort, nor were any marts of in- j 
jury noticed by any of his companions in the | 
morning. One side of his face was blackened. | 
bnt fbis was attributed to his having rubbed it 
against the ground while asleep. The subsequent 
history of the dog was calculated to excite un- 
easiness: and would have done so, only neither 
yonng Herbestel nor his friends had any knowl- 
edge of his being bitten. The next morning a i 
young man named Charlie 
Wolff, in pass- | 


ing through 
the 
yard 
noticed 
something j 


strange about the dog. 
He approached the 
animal when it snapped at him, and 
then, 


convinced that something was wrong and the 
animal should be tied up, he caught it py the back 
of the neck, dragged it some little distance and 
tied it up, receiving not even a scratch in the pro- 
cess. It was a fortunate act. for a few days after- 
wards the brute died under all the symptoms of 
hydrophobia. "Saw we come to the awfol fate ot 
the boy. There is no donbt that during the night 
above alluded to, when the boy slept in the yard, 
the fatal virus was communicated to him by the 
dog then probably in a half rabid condition- There 
are no marks of a bite upon his person, bnt it ia 
thought that the dog licked one of his hands, on 
which there was a small scar from a recent cut, or 
else his lips and mouth, and so the poison entered 
his system. It is also stated that the boy had the 
rash of "prickly heat" out on his arms, with 
which the saliva of the dog may have come in 
contact. During more than three weeks after this 
night the boy appeared to enjoy his usual health 
and never eaid anything to indicate that he appre- 
hended any misfortune or sickness. On Thursday 
last he complained ot feeling unwell, spoke of a 
pain in the head and full tense feeling across the 
stomach. 
His symptoms were aggravated nest 
day; on Saturday a clear case of hydrophobia 
was defined. Dr. Beimberger was called in and at 
the time no one about the premises understood 
the character of the attack. It was apparent, 
however, to a medical eye, and the doctor quickly 
asked if the boy had been bitten by a dog. At 
first the answer was in the negative; but finally 
the fate of the dog, which had died a few weeks 
beiore, was recollected, and also the fact that the 
boy had passed a night quite close to where the 
brnte lay, and this, if anything was wanting, set- 
tled the character of the case. The doctor used 
such remedies as seemed proper, and the boy"3 
father, who lives at Hock Spring, was sent for. 
On Saturday and Sunday the case developed itself 
in :ill its fearful features. The mind of the 
wretched boy wandered at intervals, but for the 
most oi the tune he knew his friends and his 
lather. Hfc eyes glowed luminous with wild light 
as if they would start from their sockets. He 
panted sharp arid ijuick like a dog suffering from 
heat, and frequent spasms visited him, often pro- 
duced and always aggravated by the sight of 
water, of which he had a painful dread. He 
said he had got a "bad sickness," and was 
going to die; but he appeared to know nothing 
of its character. Once when a friend invited 
him to come to the river to bathe he shuddered 
fearfully und said, "Oh. iO should touch the 
water I should fall." 
At times paroxysms of 


violence seized him, and rendered it dangerous to 
approach him unless he vena forcibly restrained. 
He snarled and snapped like a dog, while froth 
gathered on his lips, and he bared his teeth like 
an animal." At one time he seized the pillows 
and othi-r articles in the room and hurled them at 
his father, driving him from tte apartment. In 
thifl state of fluctuating spasm and quiet he re- 
mained ail Sunday and was brought to Hthe ealth 
Office yesterday io the same condition. He was 
indeed a pitiable object to look upon. His eyes 
seemed to protrude beyond his brows, while his 
swollen tongue moved in the quick, panting mo- 
tion of a uog. He was evidently wearied almost 
to death by the nervous excitement, but the fever 
and frenzy in his blood made rest impossible. 
Now a human being, rational, if suffering, and 
again, in anorber moment, more like a mad dog 
in lace and act, with no speech but, a sound like a 
half strangled bark. 


He remained at the Health Office some time and 


was treated by Dr. Barrett. Health Officer, and 
was then removed to the City Hospital. Three 
policemen had to accompany him in the ambu- 
lance, eo violent did he occasionally become. His 
recovery was considered hopeless, for hydropho- 
bia more completely baffles medical skill than 
even cholera. 


Since the above was written we learn that the 


boy died at the hospital yesterday evening. In 
suite of its features this is one of the most curious 
cases of hydrophobia that has been developed 
for a long tune, and it will doubtless attract a 
good deaf or attention. There is something almost 
incredible in the statement that a person could be 
iunoculated with the ratal virns and ba wholly nn- 
conscions of the fact or that any misfortune had 
happened him until fully under the power of the 
deadly malady. 


ASOTHER CASE. 


Another stocking case of hydrophobia was also 


developed yesterday. The victim is also a boy, 
aged seventeen years, who lives with his parents 
ou Cherokee street. His name is Harry Buckley. 
About eight or nine days ago be was bitten by a 
dog. which does not seem to have been generally 
considered mad at the time. Some remedies were 
used, but ima\ailiugly; for hydrophobia in all its 
unmistakable symptoms was developed yesterday. 
Dr. Wessel was called in by the father and ex- 
pressed a most unfavorable opinion of the case. 
There was a dread of water, spasms and a frantic 
tendency to snap and bite. The patient yesterday 
afteinoon was very unmanageable and had I» be 
tied down to the bed.

correspondent of the Independence Beige has 
seen the original document in the handwriting 
of the Connt Benedetti, late French Minister 
to the Court of King William. It is said that 
Napoleon has repeatedly demanded the docu- 
ment, which Prussia has persistently refused 
to give up. This secret proposal on the part 
of Prance to Prussia givss an entirely new 
aspect to the war situation. 


We are not of those who blame Napoleon 


alone in this matter. It is not conceivable that 
Napoleon would, without first sounding Count 
Bismarck, send any such document to Berlin. 
As we have said before, the proposed treaty 
owes its origin to the Biarritz meeting, when 
the two wiliest statesmen of the day tried to 
reshape the world and to overreach each

was more suggestive than Napoleon. The 
:?riaie Minister has got the better of the 
Emperor.- but success neither justifies nor 
mitigates the villany. It is undeniable, how- 
ever, that Bismarck has outwitted Napoleon 
and that the publication of this document by 
the London Times has proved to Prussia as 
great a gain as a great victory on the battle 
field. Morally Prussia has won already. We 
must repeat this document proves that while

The Meirorolojtlcal Phenomena of the Au

The meteorological phenomena recorded in 


the logs of both yachts in the late ocean 
race are very curious and suggestive.

The Bank of England begins to take pre- 


cautionary measures in consequence of the 
war between Franco and Prussia. It has 
raised the rate of discount in order to hold on 
to its specie, and thus is providing for eventual- 
ties as well as to check the drain that might 


IB made for war purposes on the Continent. 
We are informed, too, that the Bank of France 
has decided to pay out silver only, which 
means, we suppose, that it intends to hold on 
to the gold reserve. We hear at the same time 
of failures beginning at ilie London Stock Ex- 
change. It is estimated that the depreciation 
of securities of different kinds in England, in. 
eluding foreign stocks, between July 4 and 12. 
was about five hundred millions of dollars. 
If 


we take into account the decline of the French 
rentes, Prussian securities 
and all other 


European stocks, both up to the 72th of July 
and since, the fall in values must be enormous. 
It waa said that the house of Rothschild alone 
had lost about twenty millions of dollars. Of 
course there must be a vast number of suffer- 
ers who are not as well able to bear loss as 
the Rothschilds, and the consequence will be 
failures and a general financial disturbance. 
Should the war continue long, -and especially 
if it should spread beyond France and Prussia, 
there will, no doubt, bo a fearful crash. 


Under these circumstances what will be the 


effect upon the securities and financial affairs 
of the United States? As a matter of course 
our securities have declined in common with 
all the rest abroad. This is the natural con- 
sequence of the connection and sympathy 
which exist in the monetary world, and is 
independent of the intrinsic value of stocks. 
But in the end the credit of those nations that

Cabinet Statement of tbo War Crisis—Scene 


in the Range of JJards—Xhe Secret Treaty—

LONDON, July 28-Night. 


The floor, galleries and lobbies of the House of 


Lords were crowded to-night with peers, privileged 
visitors anil other spectators anxioua to near the 
statement of tfte government's position ia the pres- 
ent war. 


Earl Cranville said the government was embar- 


rassed by the explosive material lying all around it 
with matches ready lighted, the efforts to extinguish 
•vraieh had been useless, though. Lord Lyons Had 
been able to hold bact the declaration of war five 
days. The incident at Ems between Connt Beuedettl 
and tlie King of Prussia was remarkable, »w« no 
in.mltwas inten&ea. All observanoe of tae Paris 
Protocol, which, provides for tne settlement of dis- 
putes by mediation was repudiated by both parties. 
In the presence of this war England had bnt one 
duty, and that was to observe a strict neutrality. 


The Earl of Malmesbury aud Earl Russell ap- 


proved of tlie attltndc and action of the govern- 
ment. The war was wholly needless and Inexcusa- 
ble. Parliament wonld certainly sustain tlie crovern- 
ment in Its policy of neutrality and await an oppor- 
tunity lor intervention. 


Tlie Lonuori Times continues its comments this 


morning ou the secret treaty proposed by France to 
Prussia. After carefully weighing the evidence the 
Times thinks the authenticity of the treaty is rally 
established. "It is clear that both parties are re- 
solved on a conspiracy touching which, they should 
now make a clean breast."

The fire first appeared in the centre of a long 
wooden building situated on Hunneman street, 
running-parallel with a row of wooden tenement 
houses feeing on tbe east side of Harrison avenue. 
The bmlding was formerly known as Webber's 
Kopewali, and was occupied by Joseph Nicker- 
-Bon & Co., srnpchandlers, for the manufacture of 
cordage. 
There wag a great deal of tarred 


material m the strnctare, which is supposed 
to have become ignited by friction in the ma- 
chinery. 
v T,heL2.anies spread to both ends of the slightly 
trailt structure with lightning-like rapidity, and the 
inflammable nature of the stock fed'them at a rate 
toat put all idea of checking beyond human com- 
prehension. To add to the dismay of the inhabi- 
tants and the crowds who gathered at the first 
alarm, the entire neighborhood—every building 
being of wood and of cheap construction—even to 
Washington street, seemed doomed, as a strong 
easterly breeze sent the flames in an almost hori- 
zontal direction towards them. 


Every family to the leeward of the burning mass 
at once turned their attention to tbe removal of 
their effects, and the streets ana vacant lots in 
every direction were soon filled with every con- 
ceivable article of household furniture, which were 
surrounded by hundreds of men and women and 
children in every stage of ftaatic excitement. 


Such was the condition in which the firemen 


found the neighborhood when the first engine ar- 
rived upon the scene. The ropewalk was" almost 
entirely consumed, and the fire had firm hold upon 
the tenement houses that separated it from the 
avenue. 


The first companies to arrive placed their sepa- 
rates directly in the face of the fire, on Harrison 
avenue, anil though the heat was intense, by the 
display of great fortitude under everv difficulty 
bravely maintained their positions and battled the 
Cames with almost unexampled energy. They evi- 
dently had East Beaton in their minds, and knew 
that what was to be done must be done quicklv. 


Their exertions for the time, however, were'un- 


availing. 
The five tenement houses—three of 


which belonged to Dennis Mullane. one to James 
Eyan, of Jamaica Plain, and one to Thomas Idoo- 
nan, who resides near—were quicklv consumed 
aud the flames several times caught the block be- 
longing to Mr. Mullane. on the opposite side of 
the avenue, corner of Hunneman street.

alternated their stream, between the tire and their 
engine, first playing upon one aud then oil the 
other to keep the machinery from overheating 
the engineer during the rime being compelled to 
use his cotton waste io order to handle his valves.

In Jact, in travelling over the district 
it seemed as if the hnse that tripped the pedes- 
trian at every btep formed a complete netwoifc 
BO frequently did the lines cross at every conceiv- 
able angle. 


But even tlie most strenuous endeavois of tlvis 
large force were unequal to the task of saving tlie 
large stone building on the opposite side of Hun- 
neman street, on the southeast corner of Harri- 
BOC avenue. It belonged to Nickerson & Co., and 
it was well known by all in the vicinity that it had 
been recently refitted with much valnaMf ma- 
chinery, besides being l>eavil> stocked with hemp 
and other similar material. 


Every stream that could be spared from tie 


work of preventing tie spread of the flames to the 
hundred or more wooden buildings iving between 
Harrison avenne and Washington street were di- 
rected to save this structure, with, its -valuable 
contents. 


The roof, Irom exposure to tbe hot son for days 


and even week_s, was in the best condition for 
quick combustion, and tho fire soon made it a 
complete T, reck, dunpite t.he lai^e volumes of 


. water that were poured upon it. it fell m with :> 
1 crash, carrying the cradling flames to thu hemp 
oa the upper i/oor. 
' 


At this stage of tlie fire, it having then burned 


less than half an hour, the engineers felt assured 
that they had effectually checked the flames from 
again, crossing the wide avenne, imd tie whole 
force at their disposal was directed to the stone 
building. 


But the lierap was -well on fire, which soon 


worked its way through tlie floor. Sot many 
minntes elapsed before tlie floor lell through, and 
tbe red hot mass of hemp and burning timbers 
wers luiagled with the costly machinery, which 
had been but a short time before in full operation 
in the manufacture of material similar to that in 
the loom abuve. 


All the water that conld be obtained—and tlie 


supply was by no means shoit—continued to be 
poured in upon the fiery heap; but all Lope of 
saving tie engine and nnmeioas machines from 
total disablement was gone. 


Another hour's hard work mfficcd 
f to extinguish 


the smouldering ruins, daring which time tlie liook 
men were busily engaged m tearing down tbe Jew 
wooden walls that kept their peroendicnlar and 
overhauling the debris that showed ticns of re- 
kindling. 


Nearly all—landlords, tenants aod spectators- 
breathed sighs of relief when itiey became aware 
that the danger was over and realized the narrow 
escape the neighborhood had had from what ap- 
peared at first certain annihilation. Praises of 
the Fire Department for their promptitude, good 
judgment and efficiency were heard from every 
Up, and tie mutual congratulations among the 
fortnna*c_ and tsommiseratioa with the unfortu- 
nate denizens of the vicinity B ere numerous and 
heartfelt. 


The losses cannot amount to much less in the 
aggregate than $75,000. of which about S65.00 
will fall npon the cordage company. They hare 
recently put in a large amount of the latest im- 
proved machinery, which, together with that on 
hand previously, is worth $30,003. The new stork 
of hemp, the principal portion of which was 
stored in the stone building, wits valued at be- 
tween $15.000 and $20,000. 


The atone structure was of considerable value. 
The walls are standing ia good condition, but tho 
rebuilding of the interior will probably cost 
$10,000. The Song rope-Walk was of compara- 
tively slight value—the highest estimate placin" 
it at $1,000. Nickerson & Co. are insured for 
about $40,000, divided among the Hide and Leath- 
er, Independent., Tremont, Firemen's and New 
England offices of Boston., Sun, of Cleveland 
Merchants', of Chicago, Fame, of Philadelphia, 
and 
others, in 
varions 
amounts. The loss 


falls severely upon the firm, as it 
stops 
their work in the busiest season. 


Mr. Dennis Mallane'e loss on his three tenement 


houses is not much less than £6,000, aad Lis in- 
surance will not more than half cover it. They 
were occupied by eight families besides his own 
including those of Michael Barrett, Michael Pita-

Tbe Eiglbb Stockholders Gain a Victory— 


An Injunction DlMOlveti— Opinion by Judge 
Brady. 
Mjcevs. Tits Brie Railway company ana BeaOi <c 


EapTiael.— This was a suit to restrain the transfer of 
certain snares of stocK on the books or the Brie Rail- 
way Company to tlie names or Heath & Raphael, 
who arc the agents of tho English stockholders. A 
preliminary injunction was granted on the ground 
that this transfer was to be made with a view of ob- 
taining the control or the affairs or the Erie Fall way. 
and that the Englisli stockholders were an illegal 
combination. 


Subsequently the defendants moved to dissolve 
tne injunction, claiming that they haa no intention 
or attempting to control the company, but were 
effecting tne transfer with a view to obtaining a 
voice in its management. Yesterday Judge Brady 
granted the motion, and states ins reasons for so 
doing in tue following opinion:— 
The motion to dissolve the injunction granted on 
this case was made upon the complaint ana answer. 
It was conceded upon the argument that tlie injunc- 
tion was too broaa, ana it was, therefore, vacated 
in such respects as the concession covered. The" 
equities or the complaint are fully denied by the 
answer an,, the charges of unlawful combination 
and conspiracy refuted. It was not questioned upon 
the argument that the answer met tlie ^legations 
or the complaint and denied them fully : but it waa 
contended by the plamtiiPs counsel tnat the verifica- 
tion to tne answer not having been made by the de- 
fendants, but by their attorney and ageutm fact, it 
was not sufficient to accomplish the same result as 
11 it had been made by the defendants or one or 
mem. The objection cannot be sustained. The code 
provides that iiie verification may be made by ttie 
agent or attorney, It all the material allegations of 
the pleading be witliln his personal Imowledge; and. 
It appears from the statements contained in the affi- 
davit made by the agent that he possesses the neces- 
sary qualifications within the statute. I have carefully 
examined this case and entertain no doubt that tne 
injunction should be dissolved. 
Ordered accordingly. 


Once Married and Twice Imprisoned— The 


Troubles of a Divorced Husband. 


Anmnaa, WaOsins vs. John WatKms.— About 
three years ago the plaintiff obtained judgment of 
uivorce and alimony in a suit lor divorce on the 
gronnd ot adultery against the dorendaut. .in July 
1869 Watkins was arrested for non-payment of $1 T4a 
alrmonydue. He gave $3,700 to his counsel to nay 
this amount, and out or it $soo was given to "the 
plaintiff. Where the remaining $600 went to is yet 
to be discovered.

Return of the Gnmbltas fraternity to Phila- 


delphia—The Gilded Palaces in JJuft Blast— 
A Dangerous Man to Society. 


[From the Philadelphia Evening Telegraph, 


July 27.] 


Since the departure of Mr. Gibbons from the 


chair of the District Attorneyship in the Court of 
Quarter Sessions, the gamblers, who had been 
cleared away from the city by reason of the 
issuing of bench warrants for their arrest, and the 
capture of the paraphernalia of their establish- 
ments, have returned, and now walk our streets 
by day with perfect impunity, while at night they 
ply their business with the same eS'rontery that 
was so apparent a few months since. A prome- 
nader along Chestnut street can readily pick out 
the gentleman of the cards and roulette Irom the 
crowd which infests the vicinity of Ninth and 
Chestnut streets, and towards midnight he can as 
readily pick ont tlie gambling hells, which of all 
abominations are the greatest, and to which par- 
ticnlar_ attention should be paid by our police 
authorities. 
But a few months since, by the 


promptness of a city official, the gamblers were 
driven from Philadelphia and their places oJ re- 
sort closed, and our citizens experienced great 
relief thereat. 


There is no reason why the same state of affairs 


should not be in existence still. Theae pests of 
society should be torn out every night, and finally 
the gambler would give Philadelphia a wide 
berth. Many ot the professionals have reaped a 
harvest at the watering; places, while others 
liave picked up considerable money from tourists 
who have made use of our city as a stooping 
place. Only yesterday a Lomsvillian, who was 
on his way to Niagara, stopped a gentlemau on 
the street and wanted enough money advanced 
on his watch to enable him to return to his native 
city, from which he had been absent only a few 
days, having really intended to be away for a 
month. His tale was similar to that which is 
daily related at the Central. He had met a gen- 
tleman of elegant address, with whom he soon 
became intimate. With him he had been induced 
to take a stroll along Chestnut street, and after 
having imbibed pretty heavily of the ardent, had 
gone into one of the second story gilded palaces, 
oat of which he had come with not enough money 
to pay his board biil at the Continental. In addi- 
tion to the above means of fleecing the people, 
we noticed the other day a fellow with a barrel 
stave on his knee at one of our prominent places 
of amusement, playing three-card moute, endea- 
voring to get some one of the crowd in his vicinity 
to ventore a small Bum. While sitting at the Bine 
Bell Station, on the Baltimore Railroad, on 
Wednesday last, waiting for the train, we were 
accosted by a fellow, with basket on arm, with 
the remark, in broad Irish accent, "Any ground- 
nata, sir ?" Noticing that he had a, cloth covered 
over his basket a gentleman near by lifted one 
corner, and there beheld, instead of the nuts, a 
small roulette board. We afterwards learned that 
this fellow has for years been engaged in this 
business, and that he finds ready cnstomers among 
onr Market street merchants. Although for years 
daily seen on our'prominent thoroughfares with 
his basket ho lias never jet known the inside of a 
cell. He is *n Italian by birth, but makes his 
brogue suit the assembly and the occasion. To- 
day pe is a German and to-morrow an Irishman

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SUICIDE OF A NEV/_r33KEii IN BALTOIOBE.

There arrived in this city a few days since from 


New York Julius Komke and his wife, aud en 
gaged two rooms at STo. 179 North Eutaw street 
Koinke while in New York was engaged in bnsi 
ness and In a fair way to enrich himself Trith this 
world's goods, and in anticipation of that event 
pictured to himself many years of happiness with 
his family; but alas for his air castles, in less than 
one hour a fire destroyed all his hard earnings 
and left himself, wife and three small children 
penniless. Borrowing a few dollars from friends 
he came to this city, where he expected to obtain 
employment, but the fates were against him, and 
the thoughts of his family sufferine for the neces- 
saries of life so preyed upon him that he resolved 
to commit suicide, and with this view he on Mon- 
day night purchased a quantity of laudanum, 
and after affectionately embracing his wife 
repaired to a room and there drank 
the 


poison. His long absence alarmed the wife, and 
when ehe entered the room the wretched man 
was in a deep sleep. Seeing the empty bottle 
lying upon the floor she instantly comprehended 
the situation and called for assistance, aud in a 
short time three physicians, several policemen 
ano a few members of No. 7 Engine Company 
were actively engaged in endeavoring to restore 
Mm to consciousness. Emetics and shower baths 
were freely edamistered from the hour of half 
past eight eight o'clock until yesterday moraine 
and at four o1clock it was thought that he would 
survive, but at half-past nine o'clock he died Cor- 
oner Spicer was notified, but after being made 
accrnainted with the facts deemed an inquest un- 
necessary, he being satisfied that death had been 
caused 'by laudanum. The deceased was regard- 
ed as a most excellent bookkeeper and of steady 
habits, but of an exceedingly nervous tempera- 
ment and easily troubled. He left his family in a 
destitute condition, the wife and children at tlie 
time of his death not having a morsel of food in 
the honse. Several policemen and citizens in the 
neighborhood npoa learning the condition oftha 
family collected a large amount of provisions, 
clothing and upward of $50 in money, all of which 
wag tcndarod them.

Comparatively few people are aware that 


within two hundred miles of New York there is & 
natural curiosity rivalling, both In interest and 
novelty, the great Falls of Niagara and tlie Mam- 
moth Cave of Kentucky. Yet such is the fart. 


HOWE'S CAVE, 


in Schoharie eounty, New York, if not entiilsd to 
be classed among the "wonders of the world,'1 is 
certainly a marvellous illustration of what Bams 
Nature has done in some of her freaks. A de- 
lightful ride of two hours via the Albany and Sus- 
queimnna Railroad from Albany—a ride from 
Albany by almost any route or conveyance is 
preferable to a sojourn there-brings the tourist 
to a modest little station or halting place but a 
few rods distant from a hotel, which is btult 
directly over the only entrance to the cave. 
Until within a few years ta-- attractions of this 
place seemed destined never to hive other than a 
local reputation; but the opening of the Albany 
aad Sngquehanna Eailroad was the impetus for an 
effort on the part of the proprietors of the cai e to 
make their property a pleasant place of resort. 
The hotel was enlarged, the grounds improved 
and arrangements completed for hospitably enter- 
taicing any who might desire to visit the place. 
The hotel, bad it no other attractions than its 
beautiful site on the side of a mountain, facing 
the South and commanding a fine view of the 
Schoharie Valley—one of the most fertile and' 
beautiful in the State—deserves to be wel! patron- 
ized by health and pleasure seekers. 


But the cave, of course, draws thither most o{ 


its numerous guests, and of that we will en<5eavoc 
to give the readers of the HEKAI.D some account. 
It was discovered by fox-banters in jfvt'J. How 
long the foxes knew of it before man did we have 
no means of knowing, but judging from the num- 
ber of people who annually visit it, it iviii ne\er 
again become a hiding-place for those canning 
animals. We bad to undergo a totattransforma- 
tion of dress before we were permitted to enter. 
A woollen blouse, gray overalls, cowhide gun, 
boats, and a glazed cap, were made to take thtf 
place of our travelling costumes. The ladies 
changed theirs for a jacket, very iifce a bathing- 
dress in pattern and made of red flannel, and like 
us they were provided with pantaloons and a, 
glazed cap. Armed severally with a torch wa 
followed our guide aad were soon within the 
classic precincts of the cave. Twas a verv -warm 
day. but we were very soon in a more comfort- 
able climate, where the temperature doesn't varj. 
five degrees in a year; usually it is about fifty-fivd 
degrees above zero.

stalacties, resembling at a distance, a= tlie light 
of our torches fall upon them, the elaborate frcs- 
comgs of a. modern drawing room, we came at

feature of the cave. Its waters are as pure as 
crystal, and as our boat pushed from the rocky 
shore a weirdliko stillness pervaded onr littla 
party, which was broken only by the sound of the 
guide's par, or an occasional burst of enthusiastifli 
admiration provoked by the beauty of the pccne/" 
aronnd us. Sometimes the rocky ceiling could be 
reached by our hands, and again it would risa 
above us to the height of twenty or twenty fivo 
feet. The lake is about one-fourth of a mile'lonir. 
It forms the bed of that part of the cave and a 
from five to fifteen feet deep. In eonio place*,; 
however, it is said to be unfathomable. The irj 
regularity of its shape adds greatly to its beauty 
and picturesqueness. In some places it is so nar-f 
row that the manner of propelling onr bo;it van" 
by pushing first against one side and then (Jus 
other with the pole which the guide used st na 
oar. The region beyond the lake is called the 


BOCKlf MOUNTAINS, 


and not inappropriately cither, for tho rocks ara 
thrown together and apart in such an irregular 
manner that travel through, over and under them 
is rather tiresome, not to say perilous. Otteu iro 
were compelled to stoop and sometimes to creep ' 
in order to get through the different pabses. A 
mile of this kind of travelling beyond the lake* 
brought us to a halt, and the guide said TVS 
were as far as visitors usually went, that 
there was a "rotunda" several yards bevond, 
but the passage to it was so small that few people1 
ever attempted it. Two of us, however, insisted 
that as we had come so far we could not afford to 
return without "doing the whole thing." So bid-) 
ding the guide to "go ahead" we started. In an, 
instant that individual had disappeared, all except 
his heels, following which we descended severs? 
feet through a passage very much resembling a.' 
woodchnck's hole. We found tha wsy indeed 
"very narrow." For a few feet we travelled oa1 
our hands and kneea, but were soon obliged ta' 
lay flat upon our faces, and, pushing our torches' 
(which had a marvellous wuy of keeping righi;' 
side up) armslength ahead of us, edge onr way 
np to them as best we could. This mode of navi- 
gation continued for about twenty-five feet and1 
our speed was very like that of a "snail going to" 
the poorhouse." We at length emerged from this 
passage, which, by the way, is called

The5 
nqniring mind naturally seeks to know the cause?

one we are able to give is that the mountain ia' 
vhich tho cave is situated, being cotnposedli 
argely of limestone, must have suffered at a pc-i 
iod far back in the past from a grand "tipheaV-; 
ing" in nature which so confused its component" 
parts that they have never been able to find their3, 
proper places, and hence tho cave.

By instructions from Colonel Kirk, commanding 
the East Tennessee jay-hawkers .and free-hooters, 
tio person is admitted to see the prisoners, and 
She apprehension that gome of them may 
3t>e tried and convicted on irresponsible testimony 
jby a court of Kirk's ignorant, illiterate aud par- 
tisan officers, and perhaps executed by his 
t>and, keeps the community in 
a 
terrible 


state of ferment and suspense. 
Should such 


an unparalleled outrage as this take 
place 


it is impossible 
to conjecture 
the 
result; 


tut it is certain beyond a doubt that a terrible 
Retribution would follow if the blood of any of the 
Citizens be shed. 
The most impartial investi- 


gation fails to develop even the shadow of a rea- 
jlonfor the arrest of the class of men now impri- 
soned here, except that they are the victims of 
Bovernor Holden's malignity, whose evident ob- 
ject it is to precipitate a civil conflict, and if pos- 
pible throw the State back nnder military rule.

I have not seen a white female 
since my arrival here, except the lady of the pri- 
vate residence at which I have been stopping. 
The hotel proprietor is a prisoner. • People in the 
country are afraid to come here to purchase ar- 
ticles of domestic use they can hardly dispense 
with. All the communication now held with this 
garrisoned village is from Danville, in Virginia, 
and the company's shops on the Jforth Carolina 
Eailroad. 
Oue point brings intelligence from

OOE CUT SEWERAGE SYSTEM, 


To THE Eorron OP tae 


While we are about to Inaugurate a new system 


and a new activity in providing our harbor wltti 
Improved docks and piers for Hie accommodation of 
snipping, it may be ^ell to taM a short review of tne 
past la order to point out soaie errors aad ill-judged 
proceedings "under tae old regime •vrtilcli may and 
ought to be avoided nnder tne new. 


It would seem on such a review that there naa 


been the most remarkable recklessness and indif- 
ference of onr city authorities in a matter which so 
vitally concerns the iiealta of the metropolis and its 
future greatness and glory. There is hardly a shipping 
port of any pretension In Europe wuictt has not els- 
berate and carefully executed plans for keeping tiie 
sewerage separate from immediate contact witu tne 
•water of the harbor, while here in tlie chief shipping 
port or the Western continent the pestilential ffltli, 
the putrid carcases of dogs aud disemboweled cats, 
the offal or tne markets and the inky fonlnesa or in- 
numerable sinks and gutters which, floats aad festers 
in the water along tue bnlfcUeads and piers which 
engirdle our city presents a picture the most disgust- 
Ing to contemplate and or tne gravest sanitary im- 
portance. The steaeh which arises from some of the 
East River slips in this early period ol the warm 
season is already leartol eaouga to presage a pesti- 
lence. 


In looting to the future great difficaltles aad em- 


t»arrassments must be experienced from the action 
and errors of the past. A large number of the city piers 
and bnlfeueads nave been leased, some of them for 
long- terms to private parties at a price which maSes 
the leases, for the future, ainiost donations. Since 
the passage or the new law raising the rates ot 
•wharfage these leases are putting thousands or dol- 
lars m the pocKets or private persons, which would 
otherwise go into the city treasury: bnt the wosrt or 
it is that these piers are withheld during the period 
or their leases from the apnlicatlon 'or any new sys- 
tem of operations, either of construction" or clean- 
ing, unless the city 13 disposed to spend iia mouey 
for these private narties, or otherwise burbactfor 
large sums the Itancaises it almost gave'away. It 
was a grave mistake tUac the city mers were thus 
put under the control or nrivate "individuals, some 
of them for periods of upwards or tea years. Short 
leases or not more than, three years should have 
been given, or. il long leases, they should have been 
made terminable at a year's notice. 
The attention or the Eoaxd or Aldermen was called 
to the rotten and disgraceful condition or the city 
piers by a committee or that bodv in 1S83. Instead 
of proceeding vigorously with some systematic 
method of improvement, the management grew 
from bad to worse in the following year. The leases 
•waich men expired were renewed, with a provision 
that the lessees should do their own dredging. This 
was certainly a most stupid error, and betrayed an 
ignorance ana a recklessness almost criminal. A 
lessee might allow the filth to accumulate along tne 
bolKhead of Ms lease until, becoming almost a wash 
at low water, the waves from every passing steamer 
would stir up tne pntnd deposit and ssnel its 
sicKening effluvia on a pestilential mission. What 
remedy was there for such a nuisance f IT the les- 
see, looting to Ms own interests and considering 
public decencv, should dredge his slip, the film 
or his neighbor lessee, more slovenly "and indif- 
ferent, would now in with every changing tide and 
ffll his slip up again. Could He sue his neighbor and 
recover damages for wiiat the tide nad done? A 
lessee receiving rrom the city a Blip proper! v dredged 
aad cleaned miglit retnrn it again choked UD and 
flltay, because no survey or its denosits was "made 
on leasing. Tlie city would tins "lose the cost ol 
cleaning it again. Matters had come to such a pass 
that in 1865 a special committee or the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, or wnieh Mr. George W. Eiunt 
was chairman, wade a tboroueh examination

land, we lave tto following special correspond- 
ence from Wesl Asia reporting the toar of a 
HEBALO special writer in tlie Caucasus. It is un- 
necessary, to particularize tlie many ana most' 
nseful points of interest embraced in tlie commu- 
nication. The letter is a complete triumph in the 
way of newspaper correspondence enlightenment, 
and will consequent!} bo read universally, coming 
as it does from the "foantainhcad, whence 
Europe spread." 


TIFLIS, Georgia, Kay 28,1870. 


The last letter of your itinerating special was 


written from Constantinople. ?rom Constantino- 
ple to TiBis is a long stretch of a journey. It in- 
cludes voyaging by sea, by river, riding on horse- 
back and a long drive in a troick over 200 miles 
of ground. Though an interesting country and 
one not much frnowato Americans, it is one which 
Imposes npon n>e a task of some magnitude 
as I think of the many things I have to write 
about, and I wonder as I am about to begin 
whether I shall be able to recite all I have seen; 
•whether I shall be able to remember all the sub- 
jects that had or have relation to the sea, the 
land and the people T. saw; whether I shall be 
able to do do justice to my theme. 


IK THE EUXINE. 


When I left Constantinople the good people of 


Pera were inquiring of one another what time 
good weather, bright sun and early summer were 
flue on the Bosphorns; for they were much in 
floubt whether the wet days of spring and the 
chilly thin frost would ever ccage. But .the very 
next morning, when the steamer which bore me 
Was out at sea, riding tlie pellncid waves of the 
Euxinc, close inland, with the northern coast of 
Bithynia toweling above its pebbly beach, if the 
people of Constantinople experienced the same 
warmth and glow of that bright day which we 
did their surmises must have been iaid at rest. 
Early summer had dawned with that day. 
It is- at all times pleasant and agreeable 
to contemplate, especially in view of verdurous 
heights, slopes and nooks, with white cottages 
gleaming through lemon and orange and mild 


. greenness of olive foliage. Just such a picture 


as I have dfiscribcd the coast of Bithynia, laved 
by the plargent surf of the Black Sea, presented; 
and as I looked anil regarded the long, winding, 
cutviug frontage of the Bithyaian Mountains, 
and cast my eyes along the white.sea line to 
get views of snug little bends in the shore and 
the little villages. low and whitewashed, flat- 
roofed and ininareted here and there, and read 
the everyday life of tho present inhabitants, and 
mcntal'y sketched tho capabilities of the happy 
laud before us, which was just as near to us and 
as difficult to reach as the Paradise of the Chris- 
tian, I tried to think and bring ont of the 
classical recesses of memory something of its 
past 
history; 
something that should add 


reverence—the 
reverence of 
a student 
to 


my admiiation 
of it. 
Wo steamed 
past 


ruins of 
colonies 
planted 
by tho 
Hiiesii; 


of which you can only trace but a slight history, 
and that of not much importance, for the const 
towns of Northeia Bithynia were never very much 
celebrated. Close to the boundary line between 
Paphlagonia and BHhyuia lived the Cftucouea, 
originally of Arcadia. Between the modern Ereglo 
and Oufe Kilmiole lived tho Tyndaridac. In tho 
modern Tilia^yiver you recognize the Billaeus of 
tho ancients. 


A few hours after and we were gliding past the 


coast of Paphlagonia and carao to Ineboli, where 
we landed a score of the natives and were both- 
ered for the time we stayed in port by tho hope- 
less confusion of a score of barbarous voices. 
Ineboli is the ancient lonopolia of the tones. 
Leaving Ineboli we continued eastward, the same 
range of lofty mountains continuing on our right, 
which sometimes approached close to the sea and 
then reached a few miles inland. Sinopo is the 
next stopping place of the" Russian Steam Naviga- 
tion Company's steamers. 
It is bnilt near the

j The modern Sinope has of lata years, been cele- 
jjbrated for being the scene of the descent of the

•the Turkish ships and fort. Sinope has a good 
harbor, but is open to improvement. It has quite 
recovered the blow Russia gave it and may bo 
raid to be prospering.

SAJTSOOS. 


Prom Sinope to Samsoon is- but a few hoars' 


distance by steamer. It lies, at the base of and on 
the slopes of a hill, Jormuiff a wide arc. A por- 
tion of the town, or old Samsoon, is constructed 
on a square platform projecting from the hill 
behind it, and is surrounded by a wall, turreted 
and towered. The houses of tho new town stretch, 
Buburban-like, on either flank far np the hill and 
along the beach. Some very fine houses are seen, 
with perpendicular fronts, surrounded by gardens 
and orchards. The great road to Lirvas and 
Diarbekir—brown and dusty—is seen shooting 
np tho slope and far ovar the jumble of 
hills beyond. 
To its right 
and 
left 'ara 


lofty mountains. Through those to the right the 
Kayzil Irmak, the ancient Halys, makes ita way, 
pouring into the Black Sea and muddying its 


, waters for miles around its mouthi The Halys, 


as many of your readers will remember, is the 
scene of Croesus' defeat, who misinterpreted the 
Oracle's words:—"If Croesus passes over the 


- Halya he shall destroy a great empire;" which 


proved to be ao other than big own, which, on his 
defeat, was reduced toa'Persian province.- Two 
email batteries of six guns each are all that pro- 
tect this important harbor, which is tho entrepot 


• for the rich grain liclds of the interior of Asia 
Ifinor. Samsoon has -not what may be exactlj 
called a harbor, it being nothing but an open bay 
probably two miles from end to end' The ships 
ind steamers ride abreast of the town. The bay 
Uight easily be rendered safe and commodious, but 
U present it it vcrj iniscore, for on th» 


' of a gale tha steamers and ships dip their cables 


1 and proceed, to sea, rather than risk the danger of 


; being driven on shore. There is beautiful scenery 
in tho vicinity, an abundance of woody recesses, 
glens, wildernesses of shrubs, and on the ridges 
of the mountains the trees stand out like the 
teeth of a flue comb. 


KEBASTODE. 


The next port at which the Hassian, the Aus- 


trian and French steamers stop is Kerasnnde, the 
ancient Cerasus, from whence Lucullus imported 
his cherries to Home. It lies on the elope of a 
solitary hill, which seems to have been shot for- 
ward apart from the wilderness of hills which sulr- 
ronud it by some internal agency of the earth. 
Its slopes become green long before the other hills 
in the neighborhood have assumed their spring 
verdure, and on these, as at Samsoon, the wealthy 
citizens have hedged their houses round with 
opulent groves of the olive, lemon and orange. 
The town has been awakened into life by the fre- 
quent visits of the steamers plying along the 
coast and strangles outside its fortified wall along 
the gravel beach iu many brown and white lines 
overlapping the sides of the hill, fronting east and 
west. Deep frondiose gnllies may be seen on the 
eastern and western flanks, through which the 
s'treams murmur their way to the sea. Pishing 
sloops are seen drawn up on the beach, with a 
myriad of small boats. There are remains of 
Genoese fortifications on a jutting knoll at the east- 
ern end. 


TREBIZOOT. 


The next fort is Trebizond, which is seen on a 


clear day as soon as you pass Cape Voros. It is 
identified with the ancient Trapezus, in Porateas, 
built by a colony from Sndope. Its harbor went 
under the name of Daphnus, and was formed by 
a projecting rock, which had a largo cave be- 
neath. On the summit of the rock stood tha 
Acropolis. The ruins of a castle, which are seen 
now, are evidently Genoese. Trapezus was famous 
under the emperors of the Eastern empires, of 
which it was for some time the magnificent capi- 
tal. There remains enough of the Trebizond of 
those days to give the casual traveller an idea of 
what its strength was. The old town looks strong 
and formidable even to-day. It ia strongly situ- 
ated on a rocky platform covering an area of 
probably a square half mile to the west of tha 
bay, with deep ravines, artifloially widened, sepa- 
rating it on the east and west sides from the hills 
around. Its northern side faces the sea, where it 
presents an upright frowning mass of rock topped 
by a castellated wall of great strength. On the 
sooth it must always have been weakest, where 
there was only the wall unaided by natural obsta- 
cles other than the uuevenness peculiar to 
rocky ground. 
The bridges spanning the ravines 


on its eastern and western flank are gray and 
hoary with age, and a glimpse from the top of any 
one of them will gratify the traveller in search of 
the romantic and picturesque. He will be able to 
see traces of the castle described by Procopius as 
having been built by Justinian, whoso ditches 
were hewn ont of the solid rock. This is the place 
where Xenophon reached the sea with his 10,800 
after the defeat and death of Cyrus at Cunaxa. 
The pass frequented now by tho caravans to 
Erzeroum must have been the one used by the 
Greeks. Some fine old frescoes of tho twelfth 
century, portraits of Byzantine princes, mosaics, 
and a monument to Solomon, King of Georgia, 
under a canopy of Btoue, are shown the stranger in 
the old Byzantine churches. Santa Sophia, a 
church now used as a mosque, a railo west of the 
city, is a very fine relic of tho early Christian 
architecture. 


Trebizond IB the principal Turkish port of the 


Black Sea and would spring up into a most im- 
portant city did the Turkish government stir 
themselves into competing with the Russians. 
The facilities which Trebizoad offers aro great, a 
quick communication into the interior of the far 
East of Asia Minor with tho important town of 
Tabreez, in Persia; with Teheran, Isaphan and 
Ee'em Bagdad. The harbor, now very insecure— 
so much so that during the stormy term vessels 
have to go to Platina, seven miles distant—might, 
at small expense compared with tho remunerative 
commerce of the place, bo rendered safe. Com- 
merce is very brisk with Persia here. The camel 
caravans constantly coming in are aro a sight to 
see to the stranger unaccustomed to them. The 
principal imports from Persia aro silk goods, raw 
silk, wool, goldthread, arma and gold and silver 
filigree work. The total value of business done iu 
the port represents about $7,000,000. The popu- 
lation of Trebizond is about 50,000. England, 
Franco, Russia, Austria, Prussia, Italy and Hol- 
land aro represented by Consuls. Tho United 
States have no representative here. Tho half 
dozen American, travellers who have visited 
hero within so many years have, however, 
been always hospitably received by tho English 
Consul. But it seems that the growing trade and 
commerce of Trebizond has attracted the atten- 
tion of office-seekers in America, for our people 
at Constantinople tell an amusing story of how 
but a short time ago a gentleman from America 
came to Constantinople with an appointment of 
consulship at Trebizond—with fees. Ho was very 
much astonished wheu the American Minister, Mr. 
Morris, told him that the city of Trebizond, though 
prosperous and likely in time to be great, was visited 
by American ships but once in twenty years, and 
that probably if he stayed there for ten years his 
fees in the whole course of that time would not 
amount to ten dollars. As Mr. Morris is a most 
uenous man and seldom jokes upon a subject 
relating to business, our now Consul at Trebizond— 
appointed, I believe, by special favor—instamly 
made his resolve and said he would bo "d 
d," 


aod that thrico over, before he would go to 
Trebizond, and, though he had 
been 
offi- 


cially 
recognized, he 
immediately returned 


to 
America 
without 
seeing 
Trebizond, 


taking his exequatur with him as a sou- 
venir of his short consulship. Gentlemen of 
America, prominent for the honors of a Consul 
with fees, had bettor study their geography or the 
columns of the NEW YORK HEBALD before apply- 
ing for or receiving their appointments. 


BATOOM. 


Batoom is the nest port after Trebizond, and 


the uttermost destination of the steamers running 
from Constantinople along the southern coast of 
the Black Sea. Passengers bonnd for the Cau- 
casus change here for Poti, to which they are 
taken by small light tugs, Batoom is the ancient 
Battrys Portus, and is by far the best port on the 
southern coast. Unimportant as the harbor and 
town of Batoom appear now, with bat half a dozen 
fishing boats at anchor, it must become sooner or 
later the scene of a most sanguinary strife be- 
tween the Russians and the Turks for its posses- 
sion. 
To know with what envious eyes tho 


Russians look upon it one need but ask the first 
Enssian captain he will see. It waa only 
by a slight mistake in spelling that Prince Woron- 
zoff, Governor oJ tho Caucasus, some years ago, 
lost this coveted acquisition to Russia, while ne- 
gotiating respecting the boundary lino between 
Caucasian Knsaia and Armenian Turkey. There 
are two rivers close to Batoom, one to the 
east named Tchuruk, another to the west named 
Tcharoukh, pronounced Charak. Between Churtik 
and Charuk there i» not much difference in pro- 
nunciation, yet this difference had better have 
been noticed carefully when the treaty was made, 
for by this slight error the Russians lost the good 
port of Batoom, which was ia fact the object of 
tho negotiation and an extent of country well 
worth contesting for. We may imagine1 tho dis- 
may of Woronzoff when he perceived'what the 
error cost his country. Had tha word on the 
troaty been worded Tcharonkh Batoom had 
been won by Qiusia. The reason that Itetooia 


is EO'ardently desired by a Power already the 
greatest 
iu territory to the world is that 


from Sevastopol to tho ^uttermost boundary 
line of the Caucasus there a not a tingle 
good harbor available to large steamers. 
Tfiey 


are all, like then; sister ports on the northern coast 
of Asia Minor, either too shallow to admit of 
large shipping or too exposed to the Irequent 
gales which visit the Bnxine. Those on the west- 
ern shore of the Caucasus are particularly bad, 
and Poti is about the worst, and this ia a time 
when a good port is essentially necessary to Rus- 
sia, while- she is building a railroad from Poti to 
the Caspian Sea, and preparing for the commerce 
certain to flow from Persia by the Caspian Sea to 
Bakou, and from Tabreez to TLflis by laud. Every 
parcel of goods has to be shipped in small 
steamers to Batoom, and the distance between 
Poti and Batoom is but twenty-five miles, which 
might easily be connected By rail. 


SIGHTING TUB OA0CASCS. 


The immense and grand range of the Caucasus 


is first seen from Batoom, resembling, with every 
portion of. its vastness covered deeply with bnow, 
an infinite boundary of-snow heaped np from the 
earth to the sky. Th'e serrated tops are at this 
season softened out of their extreme rnggedness 
into a gentle outline. Batoom is but a small town 
of some three thousand inhabitants. There are Con- 
suls from England, Russia, Austria and France re- 
siding there. In looking at the stupendous moun- 
tains behind it, rising like an everlasting barrier 
between the interior and the seacoast, it would 
be difficult to imagine that a road existed which 
penetrated the heart of them. Yet it is a fact 
that a road does exist between Batoom and Kara, 
but it is dangerous, being a mere mule path, 
overhanging deep precipices, and winding in the 
most crooked manner through numerous passes 
until it reaches the lofty tableland of Armenia. 
A good road would benefit Batoom and the. 
interior, and the corn, barley, &c., of the peasants 
of the highlands might bo exchanged for some 
necessaries of agriculture and a thousand other 
things which they stand in much need of. 


The harbor of Batoom is formed by a project- 


ing slope of a mountain, and the detritus washed. 
down from the mountains by the rapid Tcharoukh, 
which has formed into a small cape of lowland. 
A smart revenue cutter of tbe Turkish Govern- 
ment plies between here and Samsoon, keeping 
watch over smugglers, of whom it is said there aro 
a great many. 


LANDED. 


After shifting our berths from the comfortable 


Enssian steamer into a tug we were conveyed to 
Poti in four hours. Poti has no harbor. The 
ships lie outside, three, four and five miles from 
the mouth of tho Bion, which rolls its volume of 
muddy water a couple of miles below the strag- 
gling town of Poti, situated on the left bank of the 
river. But the little tag, scarcely drawing more 
than five feet, feels its way among the white 
crests, caused by meeting of tide and flow, and 
dashes up tho river, which is something like fifty 
yards wide, bounded by low, swampy banks, upon 
which grow an entanglement of rank weeds and 
shrub jungle, suggestive of fever and ague. Poti, 
since Batoom cannot be had, is Hkely to grow to 
an important place. It is even now spreading it- 
self ambitiously, has half a dozen brick buildings, 
of large dimensions, a couple of pretty good 
hotels, and any number of wooden cabins, 
which 
are 
similar 
in 
shingle, 
log 
and 


mode 
of 
building 
to 
our 
wooden cab- 


ins 
out 
West. The 
traveller 
needs 
to 


be sharp at these hotels, and order his bills 
before retiring to bed if he intends to travel next 
morning, as the landlord of the Hotel Colchide has 
an esurient palm and an avaricious pen when 
making bills. I narrowly escaped being victim- 
ized out of a considerable sum. Poti has a fort 
mounting a dozen guns, and has an old Gouriel 
fortification now in ruins. The lighthouse stands 
on. tho Mingrelia side of the river Bion, and the 
railroad commences from near that point. The 
Mingroh'an side of tho Rion is far more interesting 
than the Gouriel Bide, though Poti stands in Gou- 
riel. For many reasons Mingrelia pleased me as 
much as it pleases all travellers. One was the 
beauty of tho women, tho extraordinary beauty 
or tho children of both sexes, the uoblo forests of 
ash, mulberry and sycamore, and tho number of 
game of the tamer kind whicV present themselves 
most innocently to the hunter. 


KAILKOA-OS. 


The railroad to Bakou progresses very slowly, 


but it may be well attributed to the fashion that 
the Russian government has taken to build it. 
They have engaged a lot of English engineers — 
some forty or fifty, I believe—to superintend tlis 
construction of the lino at very good salaries per 
year. Men short of employment at home need 
not wonder that tho engineers, regarding them- 
selves before tho interest of their work, endeavor 
to extend the time and delay the work aa much 
as possible, as a too energetic construction of the 
railroad would cause the work to be too soon 
finished, by which means they would injure them- 
selves. One cannot blame tbe engineers for thus 
regarding their interests, but the government is to 
blame that it took this method of constructing an 
important railroad. Added to this reiuotauce of 
the English engineers to finish up quick, they 
have 
nnder 
them 
a 
body 
of workmen 


who 
regard 
their 
multitudinous 
fetes 


and 
fasts 
with 
more 
than 
exemplary 


exactness, which reduces over 300 working dajs 
into 200 days, thua clogging the endeavors of a 
government trying to keep pace with the other" 
railroad-building States. 
While I was in Miu- 


grelia. the navvies of the country were keeping up 
an eight days' fast with great religious zeal. 


THE PLACE OF THE GOLIIEN FLEECS. 


The Rion is tho ancient Phasis, up which the 


argonauts glided to obtain tho golden fleece, 
and Phasis runs through Colchis. 
Mingrelia, 


Imeritia and Gouriel compose ancient Colchis. 
There was a lovely goddess in Colchis named 
Ea in the far off golden age, and Phasis was in 
love with her. To rescue her from the porsait of 
her lover the gods turned her into an island. I 
believe you may see that island still at the mouth 
of the river, where Phasis has continued to love 
her and offer his offerings at her feet, which I take 
to be a remarkable instance of steadfast love. 


Three thousand one hundred and thirty-three 


years ago, to be exact, Jason "proceeded np the- 
Phasis. He came from Argo with a band of 
noble Grecian adventurers in search of the golden 
fleece of a ram which bore away Phryxus and 
Helle as they were going to be sacrificed by tho 
infuriate populace of Thebes. As the ram was 
flying through the air Helle became giddy jnst 
as they were about crossing the strait which sepa- 
rates Europe Irom Asia and fell headlong into it, 
by which the strait has become known as the Hel- 
lespont ever since. After the arrival of Phryxus 
at Colchis he, the last of Nephele's children, fell a 
victim to the avarice of Eetes, the Kiig of 
Colchis, who envied him the possession of tho 
golden fleece. Pelias, King of Tolchos, unjustly 
seized that-kingdom from Jason, and when Jason 
came to demand it from him he imposed upon him 
as a condition that Jason should procure for him 
the golden fleece, which was in tho possession 
ofEctes, the King of Colchia. On the Island of 
Ea, above mentioned, lived tho Colchian King, 
with hia daughter Medea, famous, aa wo know 
through history, in tha knowledge of magic and 
hetbs, of which there"wcro plenty and those of a 
most poisonous kind in Colchia. 


JASON'S BAND. 


Apollodonea is most exact in mentioning the 


names of tho gallant band who accompanied 
Jason. 
Among tho most celebrated of them 


were those whose nameg we are most acquainted 
with—Admeina, 
whoso flocks Apollo 
once 


tended; Jisoulaclus. the great phv«l«ian{ Argus, 


the builder of the good ship Argo which carried 
the adventurers; Atalanta, the fleet-footed daugh- 
ter of Shoenus; 
Hercules, Laoeoou, Nestor, 


Pelens, father of Achilles, and Telamon, sire of 
Great Ajax, Theseus and thirty-five other princes. 
Those who have read Pindar and studied Strabo 
of coarse^uow the manner iu which Jason per- 
formed his mission, and the after history of the 
brave adventurers more startling than romance. 
Then why should I recapitulate the story to people 
who already know it better than I do myself. 
Nevertheless, consider it how you may, I regarded 
the island of Ea—as I am pleased to call it until 
servants show mo where it is—in tlie early morn- 
ing of that day.the steamer glided np tho Phasis 
with myself ou board, with something of the same 
reverence I bestowed upon Jlenain and his mate 
as I quitted Thebes for Phaac. 


THE HEBAID'S MISSION. 


Three thousand one hundred and thirty-three 


yea*s ago! And the HERALD correspondent, 
called Hadji for short in this country, saw strata 
of light mist and thick fog press heavily upon Ea, 
envelope the mouth of the Phasis and sink deep, 
deep among the branches of tho Mingrelian 
forest as ho left Poti for Orperi. Though the morn- 
ing was 
cliilly 
I 
should have 
forgotten 


it but for that mist—that floating sea of dense fog— 
for I was busy with memories of college life, and 
imagined myself, as I cast my eyes, vacantly upon 
Ea and Colchis forest and golden surface of the 
Phasis, to be reciting my classical task to my 
reverend teacher. Under the flower leaf there 
often lurks an asp; the honey of Pontus is poison; 
sounder the green leaves, thick as clouds of foli- 
age, with the spring coloring and their population 
of warblers, there aro green-surfaced congeries of 
reedy marshes, exhaling the most sickly miasma, 
productive of tenacious ague, which will cling to 
you despite the virtue of ever so much qnia-quina. 
Tho road also is like a laae of very thin mud, with 
deep puddle holes in the middle of it, and in the 
slime live a thousand thousand frogs, who seemed 
to swear at mo as if their existence depended upon 
it, and whose harsh, monotonous notes came up 
to my ears with the force of a tempest. 


We got at the end of the railroad after a jour- 


ney of eight miles. And these eight miles only of 
railway completed has been the work of nearly 
two years! The engineers told me that the em- 
bankment was finished all the way to TiQis, and 
that the railroad would be across the Bion at Kn- 
tais before September next. As I looked npon 
the sluggish movements of the natives, and the 
all-the-same-to-me air of my English cousins, my 
mind, bent upon seeking comparisons, traversed 
the Black Sea, the Mediterranean and the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, besides a good part of the American 
Continent, to that trained and disciplined army of 
workmen nnder Casement, working like one mind, 
with one hand, with one will upon the Pacific 
Railroad. Spado and pick, hammer and axe 
timed to the sonorous grind of the locomotive 
which ever rolled westward. Eight miles in two 
years in Mingrelia 1 four and a, half miles a 
day in America 1 
10 OBPBRI. 


The steamer contimwd on her way to Orperi.. I 


looked about with fresh eyes for the picturesque, 
for the novel, for all that was new. Bat there ia 
not much to write about the low banks of the 
Bion, the deep woods on either side, and a damp, 
foggy day. I have seen the Saline river in Arkan- 
sas; the state,.of the weather, the straight, slim, 
young trees on the batiks of the Kion, their juicy 
green foliage, the possibilities of an attack of ague 
hanging in tho perspective, whichever way I 
turned my eyes about, reminded me of that river. 
I heard a chant, a song, or a hymn which was 
both lively and monotone at one and the same 
time,"increasing with wonderful harmoityto the 
highest pitch of crescendo, then suddenly subsid- 
ing to tho miriiiiium of diminuendo. It was like 
the song of the Swiss Alps at one time, at another 
it w_as lite the scgnidilla of the Andalnsian. The 
vocal musio came from the boatmen of the Bion 
who were floating down on a barge laden with dry 
Ash log? to Pou, ultimately destined for Europe, 
where they would be converted into boya' tops, 
shoemakers' lasts and wheel spokes. 


WHO TOO" TRAVEL WIT^. 


On board the narrow Rion steamer, among tho 


concourse of humanity, there were.many chances 
of observing a number of now people. The hand- 
some Mingrclian youth, the gazelle-eyed and well 
formed boy of Imeritia, the countrymen of the 
warrior-prophet Schamyl, the Lesglirans, moun- 
taineers from the far Eastern country of Doghes- 
tan, the Eunuch of the Skopti sect, the Russian 
serf, struggling to assert an independent individu- 
ality among the crowd of haughty Georgians and 
Circassians; the sweet-faced women of Gonriel, 
and aristocratic officers from St. Petersburg, 
bonnd to their posts in the Caucasus; Cossacks, 
Tartars and Armenians, besides Persians. Even 
in Constantinonle, or iu the cosmopolitan city of 
Alexandria, not more varied physiognomies, char- 
acteristics and costumes were ever seen assem- 
bled within so small a compass.. It was hetero- 
gcnity made heterogeneous. Oat of tho hun- 
dred passengers I am sure I distinguished filiy 
nationalities. The costumes on board were a 
medley of all colors, as the tabard of a herald. 
The movement of the fifty different head-dresses 


making comparisons between them and people so 
well known toHsauiD readers as the Amcr cans? 
wen, we had a large company of officers on 
board, and they conversed in French with me 
respecting the merits of their soldiers. And, 
would you believe it? those officers declared 
tucu- soldiers were superior with the bayo- 
net to the English, and had shown that 
ever 
so many times before the trenches 


of Sevastopol! 
And can any reader tell how- 


many nations in this world claim that same supe- 
riority -as peculiarly their own? The Southern 
soldiers captured at Shiloh claimed in our teeth 
that one "Secesh" was equal to four "Yankees" 
with the bayonet. But we- think the "Yankees' 
proved themselves quite as capable of handling 
the bayonet as their "Secesh" brothers at Gettys- 
burg. The French boast before Waterloo was 
that their soldiers were the champions of the bay- 
onet, but on the fatal summit of Mount'St. Jean 
alas for French renown with the bayonet! Ths 
Swiss have claimed the same superiority; the 
Spaniards even have claimed it; the Turks do 
claim it, and I know by personal observation of 
the Spaniards at the siego of Valencia and the 
the Turks in Crete that the fotfe of both nations 
Js behind trees, rocks and mattresses. Old Ameri- 
cans .remember the time tbe English claimed it? 
But at Bunker Hill what happened? 01d-~Ataeri- 
cans can tell. 
• 


But the_ Russians have not yet arrived at that 
philosophic stage that the HERALD correspondent 
has, so as to- be ablo to assert deliberately that 
with the bayonet no nation has the pre-eminence- 
that snccess by the bayonet is entirely governed 
by circumstances. 


RUSSIAN OFFICERS IN DIAI,OG03. 


But the Russian officers are gentlemen, as I told 


yon before, and instead of taking me for an igno- 
ramus, politely listened, smiled, set the HERALD 
man down for a close reasoner; but were not con- 
vinced, nevertheless. The Rnssian officers almost 
all speak French, the very highest of them speak 
English and German. You know that on board of 
a steamer, unless you have something to do, or 
somebody to talk to, time hangs heavy on one's 
hands, to all except a travelling correspondent. 
The best thing the officers thought they could do 
was to try and pump the American. They asked 
me what I thought of the capabilities of the Rus- 
sians to speak .foreign languages? I replied that 
I had been struck by the number of people in 
Eussia who know French, English and German. 
" But do y_ou not think," said they, " that tho 


Russians, owing to the difficult languages they 
speak, are more capable of learning foreign lan- 
guages than any other." 
" Oh no, not a bit of it. The reason why more 


Russians speak foreign languages is obvious to me. 
They have no cause as yet to boast of their 
advancement in literature, like the Germans, the 
French, the English, or the Americans. 
You 


have had poets, such as Derjavin, Dunitreiff 
and Pushkin; yon have had powerful essayists, 
such as'Novi Koff and Karamsin, and historians 
like Lomonassof, Karamsin, Solovief, and you 
have had several comedians and actors of no mean 
merit. But, pardon me, those writers have not 
written everything that is necessary for a culti- 
vated man to know; hence, when you witness 
'•Faust" you begin to study German in order to 
know more of that great author of it. You have 
no such poet as Shafcpeare, as he is produced but 
ouce in 500 years, hence you study English to 
know him; so also you must study French to know 
Voltaire, Racine, Corneille, Rousseau and Victor 
Hugo, just as we study Greek to know Homer in 
his native language, as we study Latin to know 
Virgil and Horace. 


"Are the Americans great lingnists!" 
"Those whose business it is to be linguists are 
great iu that way. We have a Dr. Bliss, mission- 
ary at Beyront, and a Dr. Thompson, a Dr. Lansing, 
all missionaries, who understood the Arabic lan- 
guage aa well as I know English or you Rnssian. 
There are individual cases of eminent Americans 
studying foreign languages forthe mere pleasure 
derived from it; for instance, Mr. Morris, the 
American Minister at Constantinople, who can 
speak twelve languages." 


BELIQIOUS PRACTICES. 


By the time we had finished onr animated dis- 


cussions about such great subjects our steamer 
arrived at Orperi, her destination, and the furthest 
point up the Rion to which the steamers ascend. 
Had I known something of Russian customs in the 
Caucasus I certainly should have left Orperi within 
an hour after my arrival for Kutais by diligence, 
for there is a diligence communication between 
the two towns. But as I was entirely ignorant of 
how certain things were managed at Orperi, I was 
left_ behind houseless and friendless in a most 
aguish place, and to assist your imagination let • 
mo tell you that it is the Siberia of the Caucasus 
for those who emasculate themselves. Hither al^ 
the military Skoptsi are banished, not to hard li>- 
bor, but to form a colony by themselves, separate 
and apart from other people. 
These white 


ennuchs have the same peculiarities as their dark- 
faced species at Constantinople and Cairo; they 
are extremely tall, slim, thin-voiced, and are 
beardless. But between the causes which made 
these white men of Orperi, and the harem agas 
eunichs, there is a vast diflerence. The white men 
operate of their own free will, while the harem 
eunuchs have the operation performed on them 
by their captors. 


When 1 asked a Russian gentleman (not effete) 
what idea was it that induced these men to indict 
such a punishment upon their persons, he replied 
in a cool, methodical manner, as if ho had dis- 
cussed the question many times before and had 


was like a tuft of vaii-colored feathers blown into • 
complication by a strong wind. It was a riot of 
colors and a chaos of shapes. There were more 
costumes on board than there 
ever 
were 


within tho wardrobes of Niblo's or a Jew's shop 
in Whitechapel. There was the Tartars' woolly 
cap, like a Hindostauee soup pot inverted, rim- 
less, bulging out in the middle; there was the 
Armenian priest's, like an American army" coffee 
pot, minus its handle and lid: there was the Cos- 
sack's hairy head-dress,black as the ace of spades, 
rising upon the soldier's head like a Turkish 
watciitower above the mountains; there was the 
Persian, tall «s the length of a stove pipe, and 
black and smooth as when it is blackleaded and 
polished; there was the Dayhestan hat, rivalling 
the Persian in height, but much more terrible to 
look at, just as much as the broad beamed man- 
of-war, with tiers of gun nozzles peeping out from 
her sides, is more awful than the ' 
' "

an aristocratic look and'high rank—I should hav< 
had a seat. Or, had tide conductor done his dotj 
I should have had a seat; for the passengers wh< 
travel first class by the steamers on the Rion are 
entitled to the choice of seats in the diligence. Bu 
there was a hotel at Orperi. So much the better 
Otherwise, the black oozs which I so much con 
temaed had been my bed that night. Awhife 
eunuch carried my baggage to the hotel. -Thi 
hotel! God forbid that 1 should class those blessec 
institutions, which have so many times and fo] 
years been my home, with that beggarly cabin a; 
Orperi. There were four rooms in the cabin—• 
one without a bed, but had a creaking bedsteacf 
which was given to me for the sum of seventy- 
five cents, silver. It was cold as at Odessa in tha 
latter part of February; but the fireplace wa» ont 
of order, therefore I could have no fire. Witt 
the 
virtuous resolution to be as great id 
moral courage as I was ou my first arrfc 
val in Abyssinia, I laid myself on. the creaking 
bedstead, though it was but five o|cloef 
in the afternoon, and am proud to say I slept— 
slept until five o'clock next morning. Those ol . 
the HERALD readers who may, perchance, be in-' 
dnced 10 visit the Caucasus by reading of these 
things about which I write in BO equable a fram< 
of mind, let them beware, if they can, of the hor- 
rors of Orperi. Orperi is the Eden where Mark 
Tapley and Martin. Chuzzlewit developed theii 
true characters. For the sum. of $4 35 I secured a 
private carriage to take me to Kutais. By thia 
act of extravagance I have secured many ad< 
mirers, for it was the only private carriage hi 
Orperi.

Ten minutes after leaving the station of thfl 


Sfcoptsi exiles the sun gradually appeared, striking 
the earth with fierce warmth, scattering the dun 
clouds and drizzling mist and chills of winter with 
his glorious brightness, and tinting each tree andl 
leaf and shrub and flower with the hues of spring';

" hate of all sorts, except the hat of Fortuuatns, 
which no cue could claim so near as I, for by good 
fortune alone was I on board to witness these 
novelties. I will not attempt to describe the cos- 
tumes, for they were more diverse than the hats— 
from the cioss fitting Frank pantaloon to tlie flow- 
ing pants of Persia and Turkey. But these people 
of the Caacasus areas fond of play of colors'as 
onr black-skinned sisters down South, and with 
their handsome, noble faces peeping above their 
cunniog embroidery and rich clothes no one can 
object to their tastes. Every man on board, how- 
ever, was uniform in .his choice of arms, for to 
every man's waist, belted with a rich zone of gold 
or silver, was stang the long pointed dagsrer of 
the Caucasus. 
These are the daggers which 


strangers boy in the bazaars of Stamboul, where 
they pay heavy prices for them; but. if they 
but knew whence they really came, and how 
cheap they are in the Caucasus, they might, per- 
. haps, extend their journey to the "sublime laud 
of Kaff," if they had a naStd to atock an armory. 


In all my travels in RusSa I hare been accom- 


panied by a large company of officers aud sol- 
diers. They were on board ihis steamer also, for 
they are a part of the inevitable in Eussia. But 
they are far more polished than ow officers out 
Westr-far better behayed. I would judge them 
to be more philosophical also. Do not misunder- 
stand me. .If you truckle to the whims and ca- 
prices of an American officer in the far West he 
represents himself 
to 
yon as a civilized 


being, with mnch more philosophy in his 
conversation concerning all sorts aud conditions 
of men other than the, military sort, tl<an a Rus- 
sian officer is capable of. But even of himself 
the Russian can talk and boast, as well as of hia 
class—the military class. 
Check him once or 


twice by a home question^and, instead of getting 
angry, he » more polite'than ever. His object ia 
to convince by kindness, politesse, much flat- 
tery of your own nation, nntil you are ready to 
swear along with 'him that the Russians are the 
bravest and most military people on earth. But 
the American officer in the little foriletg out West 
would i——n you for an ignoramus if yon doubted 
his awortion that the American soldiers are tho 
best at the bayonet of all other nations.

his Sermon on the Mount, said that whosoeve* 
looked upon a woman with an adulterous eye had 
already committed adultery in his heart, and en- 
joined on men if any members of their bodies 
offended to pluck the said sinful members ont, for 
it was better that one member should perish 
rather than the whole body should be in danger 
of hell fire. Tho Skoptsi have understood these 
verses literally and have acted upon them to tho 
abseision even cf those members which propa- 
gate tho human species. 


The patriarch Nicon, in the time of Alexius 


Mikhailovitch, took it upon himself to correct the 
errors that had crept in through carelessness of 
copyists into the holy books, and to have them 
reprinted and distributed to the masses. The 
missals and prayer books used in the Greek 
Church were, in his opinion, open to improve- 
ment, as well as the pictures of saints aud holy 
images, which were, in fact, but senseless daubs, 
manufactured in the early days of the empire. 
This attempt of JJioon created a good deal of con- 
fusion among the most ignorant and fanatical, 
who imagined him about to subvert the writings 
of holy men whom they had been tanght to con- 
sider as immaculate heretofore, and he began to 
be regarded by those as an anti-Christ. Those 
who refused to acquiesce in the innovations in- 
troduced by Nicon. formed themselves into a sect 
which came to be known as Staro-briatsi, or 
men of conservative ideas, and by the orthodox 
people they were called Rascolnfln, or eeceders. 
The Staro-briatsi stood by the old forms, the old 
missals and images, and preferred to believe in 
their holy books as their forefathers had done be- 
fore them. Out of this new sect sprang a variety 
of sects, two of which were particularly distin- 
guished for the literal construction they nlaced 
upon ScriptHre. These men were the Skoptsi, 
and the -Bijellya Golnbi, or "White Pigeons." 
The former cut ont their generating members; tho 
latter cut off and ate the breasts of young vir- 
gins and drank the blood that dripped from the 
flesh, believing that in this manner they followed 
more closely the words of the text, "Take eat, 
for this is My body." Whenever a young virgin is 
found they hail her as Virgin Mary, try to induce her 
to believe that she will reach heaven quicker by 
voluntary sacrificing herself for the operation. 
Xhis is all done in the zealous belief that this 
communion is more -efficacious than by eating 
bread and drinking wine, which, as they believe, 
cannot by any amount of consecration be trans- 
formed into actual flesh and blood. This latter 
sect isfonnd principally in Siberia and northern 
European Russia. 


Latterly the Skoptsi sect was rapidly gaining 


proselytes, until Nicholas tho Emperor put a stop 
to their zeal by transporting them as soon as they 
were found to the inhospitable region of Orperi 
and the swamps of Mingrelia. The present Em- 
peror is still more earnest in punishing these un- 
fortunate fanatics. At Orperi a story U told of 
how a spy was tempted by a large reward to dis- 
cover their secret meetings, and inform upon 
those who still practised emasculation. He begged 
to be admitted into their sect, which was granted, 
and a night was appointed when tho last and 
final ceremony—which was the deprivation of his 
seminal glands—should be performed. In tho 
meantime the spy informed the authorities where 
and when the operation would take place, and a 
detachaent of soldiers was to proceed to tha

§ood old days of Easter according to the ortlio- ' 


ox mode. This is "by "keeping up a continual 


tintinabulation with all bells, great and small. 
The ringers were soldiers, who relieved each other 
•very other hour. Another is by eating tall 
plum cakes, notable for the beggarly scarcity of 
plums found therein. 
The inhabitants also in- 


vested much money in new clotncs, new hats, 
ne w shoes and ornaments for the gentler sex, so 
that Easter Sunday was ushered in with great 
cclai at Kutais, plum cakes, colored eggs, new 
"clothes and din of clamoring bells much 
con- 


ducing thereto. 


"Christ is risen,'' said everybody in Kutais, as 


they kissed each other on the cheek. "Christ is 
risen," said the little boys, salntiut; their youn^ 
friends with the

the girls, and they also kissed with hearty enthu- 
siasm the checks of their friends, ntighbors and 
relatives.

3, that each day of Easter week died at 


•omo time we gained tho sommit of Mount IV- 
renga, whence one of the main feeders of the 
rirer Kion takes its rise, and bad an admirable 
view of tho country which we had just left and 
the high plateau of the South Caucasus, which 
stretched before IB towards Tiflis. The best de- 
scription and by far the shortest of Ihe route to 
TifliB from Poti would be to say that from Potiyou 
ascend by slow degrees the valley of the Bion to 
Mount Pereuga, and then descend by a much more 
gentle descent the valley of the Koor. or the an- 
cient CyniBj but by this mode I should have to 
extrude much other interesting matter. 


SOLDIERS DOING rEXAKCB. 


In tlio Pass of Suram, which is not a very 


wide chasm or split of two high mountains, was a 
regiment of soldiers doing penance—that is, they 
had been sent hither to work on the railroad for 
misbehavior and are for the time reduced to the 
level of ordinavv navvies, at which work they are 
compelled to jabor for sovet-al months with only 
the pay of Russian soldiers. Can any practical 
American, no iijattcr how philanthropic he.may 
bo, discover fault with this disposition of crimi- 
nals T I could not, while looking at the immense 
labor they had* performed, though at the same 
time I was~fiot clind to the sad, sombre faces of 
top soldiers. It was a wise, nay a huaiane dis- 
position, which sent thorn to the Pass of Suram 
rather than to the terrible clime aad rngeed re- 
gion of Siberia. It was good policy also; 'for by 
this the Russian government saves many thou- 
sands of roubles. The time has gone by when 
Russia drilled her soldiers to railway making; she 
only tasks criminals in that way now. 


CASTLES. " 


Stiram itsplf ia the nest post beyond the Mount 


Perenga. It is a considerable town, very quiet, 
and has tt decided uncommnQicative look about it 
which may be owing, perhaps, to tlie lowness and 
squat form of tho houacF. It has it castle leaning 
over the slope an'l spreading ovsr the cove of a 
beetling rock which stands close to the town. 


Gori ia also fatnoas.for a castle which is like a 


"rock upon a rock,'' superbly cresting a loftv 
round hill iu llw town. The Cyrus spreads itseif 
over an immense ground iugt above the town, than 
having reunited all its branches aud straggling 
arteries just below", sweepsgrandly, under an old 
Georgian bridge, towards Tifii?, four stages dis- 
tant." This district is Georgia. Imeritia is passed 
when the traveller crosses the spine of the Percnga 
Monti tain. 


MISKBETEA. 


This town, celebrated in former times as having 


beea tho residence of jthe kings of Georgia, was 
reached by our galloping trains just at nightfall. 
There are two mouastorics of the Greek period at 
this place, at one of which the kings of Georgia 
were wont to be crowned and there tho bishops 
are consecrated. 


Perenga Mountain is a lofty barrier between 


forest scenery and gray nakedness. On the west 
side of Perenga nourish the most splendid ash and 
elm trees and luxuriant vegetation. The cabins 
of the people'aie all Imilt ol wood, like our West- 
era cabins. On the east of Perenga you may 
cast your eye la vain for trees, save those which 
some shade-loviog Tartar has planted by his 
house, or where a small plantation and ptettv 
grove tell of an abundance of water. And from 
the eastern slope of Perenga to Miskbetka you con- 
tinually watch the verdure fade before steirlity 
and gray rooks and white clay hillg. 


AT KEST. 


As the station of Miskbetka is but one stage 


from Tiflis, we could not restrain our impatience, 
so we called for our fresh teams aud taranta and 
continued our journey in the darkness. It was a 
goodJ road, I know, for the wheels hissed and 
griarted smoothly. 
We were conscious of'tall 


Waffs on either'side of us, of a roaring, rapid 
river being to our left: finally wo saw lights 
flickering in the far distance, far below us, to 
which we were constantly directed, and which 
came out brighter and brighter as we approached. 
We rolled at last through the wide streets of Tidis, 
lit up with petroleum lamps, and halted before 
the wide portals of the courtyard of the Hotel 
d'Burope. 


Tired with the drive of 160 miles, which we had 


made in two days, my fellow traveller and mvself 
bid a mutual good night and turned to bed.

•re provided for those travellers who have obtained 
a prodorojna. or -permit, from the authorities 
to travel; the Tartar villages, of which there are 
a great numberand always interesting; the castled 
bill and rains of Georgian fortresses; the roaring, 
Impetuous river Bion; the ploughmen at their 
work, with their patient oxen; the loug, long cam- 
vans of camels which you frequently pass; tho 
qneer little donkey* and their submissive drivers;

1FTER THE STRUGGLE. 


The excitement of the ocean race over, and the 


logs of the competing yachts having been placed 
before the world, the prominent topic of conversa- 
tion throughout the city yesterday was upon the re- 
sult of the great event. It is unnecessary to re- 
capitulate or criticise the details of the contest, 
already so fully published. Enough that the strug- 
gle is at an end and that the victor was hailed with 
ail the triumph he so well deserved. An hour be- 
fore the Cambria passed the lightship yesterday 
there were probably not half a dozen yachts within 
signt of eacih other. The moesent, however, that- 
tne expected signal was given they came together 
in happy unison, and greeted the winning craft with 
appropriate honors. The welcome tendered her 
was hearty and sincere, and fully justified the an- 
ticipations of tne thousands who rubbed from the 
city to witness the spectacle.

Resolved, That the club are prepared to accept the 
challenge of Mr. Ashbury, the owner ol the yacht 
Cambria, to a contest in American waters for the 
future possession of tae "Challenge" or "Queen's 
Cnp," as denominated by him, whenever said chal- 
lenge is sanctioned or adopted by auy "foreign 
organized yacht club of which be is a member," 
with the full assurance that all the minor details in- 
cident to the contest can be arranged by mutual.con- 
sent.

Organization of the Board of Indian Con- 


mfsaioBera In Tills City—Active IWcasores to 
be Reiwrted to at Once for the Restoration 
•f J?ri?nll|y Helueiong With the Savage 
Tribe*. 
Tiie Board of Indian Commissioners met on 


Wednesday evening at the Fifth Avenue Hotel tor 
reorsanizatton anil action, under the new clause 
governing them in the Indian Appropriation bill of 
the last Congress. There were present Felix H. 
Brnaot, of Pittsburg; Robert Campbell, of St. Louis; 
William E. Dodge, Nathan Bishot> ana Vincent Col- 
yer, of New York; George H. Stuart, of Philadel- 
phia, and Jolia 1). Lang, of Maine. 


Mr. Brnnot was re-elected chairman and Mr. Coi- 


yer secretary of the Board. 


Communications were received from the Secretary 


of the interior. Hon. E. S. Farmer, Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, was present, and oh behalf of the 
government requested the aid of tne commission to 
ascertain the wishes of the Osage Indians In regard 
to their removal to the Indian country, and obtain- 
ing the same to -assist them in such removal; to 
supervise the payments to the Pottawattamies, \Veaa 
and affiliated bands in Kansas ana the Creeks in the 
Indian Territory; ana while there to ascertain the 
cause of the reported troubles bear Fort Sill, Camp 
Supply; to visit Red Ciona at Fort Laramle, and 
Spotted Tail on the Whit* river; lo^-ate their agen- 
cies, &o., and 10 assist him in the selection, inspec- 
tion, storage and transportation or Indian annuity 
goods. • 
The Board appointed Messrs. Farwell, Lang ami 
Colyer, a committee to consult with the Ceases, 
supervise the payment of the Pottawattamies, weas 
and Creeks, and to visit the Indian Territory. Messrs. 
Brunot and Campbell are to attend to Ked Cloud, 
Spotted Tail and the Sioux nation; and Messrs. 
Stuart, Dodge and Campbell will promptly assist Mr. 
Parser in the purchase of Indian goods. 
The first floor of the large warehouse on Canal 
street, corner of Greene, has been secured at a 
nominal rent from Mr. Eisiin for the purpose of 
storage and inspection of the goods, and they will 
be advertised for to-day. Sufficient time for a, thor- 
ough Inspection will be allowed, and the services of 
experienced Inspectors have been secured, though 
the lateness of the season and the restless condi- 
tion of the tribes, owing to the lone delay of Con- 
gress ia voting the mouev, make the utmost de- 
spatch necessary in tne ionvardmg or the goo'is. 
It is hoped that the whole of the supplies wUl be 
purcttased, inspected an", forwarded within the next 
twenty days. 
Tb-e Board resolved that tha Committee on Par- 
chasing, in consultation witu General Parker, re- 
commend that each party submitting proposals tor 
goods shall send with the proposals samples of the 
jzoods they propose to iarmsh at the prices oilered. 
The coininittes believe thai this will facilitate the 
purchase and secure a better quality of goo'is. 
The action of the President in placing the Indians 
on tne resei vatlous under the charge or Christian 
societies is commented on as follows:— 


Resolved, That the Board of Indian Commissioners heart- 


ily approve of the plan adopted bv the President oC the 
Doited States, the Secretary of the Interior and the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affai'S of placing the Indian nations and 
tribes under the care of the various Christian denominations 
of the country, and to secure men of ci!*h moral qualification 
to be entrusted with the Bcpenntenrtermes and agencies, and 
that we earnestly solicit from the Christian denominations of 
the coun.r? their co-operation with the government in carry- 
ing out the said plan- 


The secretary of the Board will be round at the 
corner of Canal and Gieene streets for several clays. 
It is believed that the prompt action thus taken will 
result in removing all cause for discontent amount 
the various Indian tribes and prevent the renewal of 
Indian, hostilities.

Coolie Laborers—Their Exportation Limited 


by the Chinese Government. 


Information has been received from General Le 


Gendre, Consul at Amoy, that the Chinese govern- 
ment las limited the exportation of Chinese labor- 
era to the vessels of the treaty Powers, and the 
Consul seems to be of the opinion that the etfect of 
this will be to decrease or prevent; this Mnd of emi- 
gration. The statute passed by Congress in 1862 
forbids the exportation in Cnited States vessels of the 
inhabitants or subjects of China known as coolies 
to be transported to any foreign country, port or 
place whatever, to be disposed or or sold or trans- 
ferred for any term of years, or for any time what- 
ever, as servants or apprentices, or to be hel'l to 
service or labor. It is provided, however, that 
nothing therein contained shall be deemed or con- 
strued to apply to or affect any free or voluntary 
emigration of any Chinese subject or to any vessel 
carrying such person or passenger on board the 
same; but such voluntary passenger must have a 
certificate from the Consul at the port ot embarfcm? 
showing that rtie Consul lias inqnire.1 Into the case 
and is satisfied that he is a voluntary emigrant- 


The Secretary of State is not aware that any coolies 


are being imported into the'United States in the 
sense in which "coolies" appear to be nsea in the 
statute. It has, however, come to ths knowledge.of 
the Department, through two despatches from the 
Coasul at Hong Eons, that two ship loads of Chinese 
emigrants nave sailed for Sew Orleans. These are 
said by the Consul to have been free and voluntary 
emigrants, aafl not only wijl'ng, but anxious, to go. 
The Consuls of the United States in China are re- 
quested to rigidly observe and enforce theprovisiona 
of the act of 1882. The subject continues tooccnpy 
luS serious attention of ttie Department: but the in- 
structions which have been issued to the representa- 
tives of tne United States in this respect cannot pro- 
pel ly be made public at present. 


Consul Ls Genare says the order of the Foreign 


Board la Pekin provides that only treaty Power mer- 
chants can opeil emigration agencies, only treaty 
Power ships can carry sneh emigrants, and it ia 
only to treaty Power countries such contract emi- 
grants can proceed. The coolie traffic is prohibited 
nl Macao. By this order the Convention of 1S68, 
rejected by both France and England ou the ground 
that it amounted to a prohibition uf the coolie trade 
at the treaty ports, becomes a law of the empire, 
binding: upon the native local authorities. The Con- 
sul says, under the new rale, the traffic must die off, 
for it has ceased to be lucrative, j>nd the lawful 
emigration of natives to the various States being 
confined to Hong Kong may soon become a mono- 
poly in our hands.

Things IOOK different to- 
day, France having raised a more impudent demand. 
After the repeated declarations that Prussia had 
nothing to do with the whole affair— the question 
lying between Spain and the Hohenzollern prince— 
to demand that the King should promise to withhold 
his consent also In rnture, is to pick up a quarrel by 
wounding the susceptibilities oi a Power command- 
ing an army twice as strong as the French. Of 
course the King could not deign to £ive even an 
answer, and hi this he Is supported by public ooinion. 
Even those most antipathic to Prussia a*e to this 
question on his side, and should France begin really 
a war on so futile motives she will have to encounter 
the united forces of tue Prussian army and the Ger- 
man people. 


It is diaicult to write in the face of so momen- 


tuous events, when the situation changes from day to 
day. but the rumors of to-day are warlike enough.

H.-iron JHeirier'a Interview- With the Forelsii 


-Minister—Napoleon's Demands—The Simassii 
Reply—An £xciiias Scene. 


lUDSJD, July 12, 1STO. 


The important question of the new Prussian candi- 


date, Prince Holienzoilem-Sigtcaringen, still keeps 
the Spaniards In the utmost state of excitement, not 
only m the capital, but throughout tha country gen- 
erally. Friends in the provinces tell me that in case 
the Prussian candidate be elected the general 
opinion is that a French invasion of Spain will im- 
mediately follow. 


A warm discussion has taken place between Baron 


Mercier, the French Ambassador, and Seflor Saeasta, 
the Spanish riecietary of State for Foreign Affair^ 
particulars of which I beg leave to lay before 
the readers of the HEEALD just as I liave received 
them from an important personage. 


The following reutes how the French Ambassador 


hauls the Minister of State over the coals and how 
that able diplomat defended himself. Baron Mer- 
cier, who knew nothing whatever of Prim's "smart"' 
movements till the thing was done and he read it in 
the Spanish press, at once bowled off in a most 
choleric state of excitement to the Foreign Office, 
where, without any difficulty, he was ushered into 
the presence of Sagasta. The Secretary looked up 
from his work and at once read in tne Ambassador's 
rnffled countenance the object of his visir. The ordi- 
nary courtesies were brief indeed. The angry French 
diplomat at once touched the Important question at 
jssne with such resolute energy as would have eon- 
fcsed any other than the wily and self-possessed Sa-
